Her son, cared for during the day by another 
welfare recipient, was looking forward to Christ¬ 
mas with all the anticipation of any six-year-old, 
and told her what he wanted for Christmas. 

She tried to tell him that she couldn't afford 
even the modest treat he wanted, but he told her 
confidently that she shouRTn’t worry, Santa Claus 
would bring the present—and a tree as well. 

She was heartbroken by his simple trust, and 
ready to commit suicide rather than go on any 
longer, when the cheque arrived and gave I r some 
hope. 

This year, her course completed, si. .-. working 
for an adequate income, and is giving to the fund 
instead of getting.

Rain-swollen rivers in the 
Parksville and Nanaimo 
areas forced people from 
their homes Monday after¬ 
noon, and more may be gone 
by this morning if high tides 
increase river-mouth flood¬ 
ing. 

About 130 people along the 
north side of Parksville’s 
Englishman River left their 
homes by early afternoon, 
according to a provincial 
emergency program spokes¬ 
man at temporary head¬ 
quarters in Parksville com¬ 
munity hall. Most came 
from Parry’s Park trallc 
court beside the river. 

There are about five other 
homes flooded In the area. 
One of the people evacuat^, 
Rhoda Sort, said from her 
family’s temporary quar¬ 
ters in a motel that “it all 
happened so fast, we didn’t 
have time to organize and 
get everything off the 
floor.” 

The family’s two cats were 
left behind, but its milk cow 
was moved to a neighbor’s 
place on higher ground.

She estimated that there 
was about four inches of 
water on the floor when they 
evacuated their house after 
1:30 p.m.

Island residents were 
warned Monday to boil or 
chlorinate private well 
water If flooding contamin¬ 
ated their well sources.

LONDON (CP) — The Patriotic Front guerrilla alli¬ 
ance agreed Monday to a ceasefire and political set¬ 
tlement aimed at bringing peace and internationally- 
recognized independence to Zimbabwe Rhodesia. 

Guerrilla leaders Joshua Nk'omo and Robert Mugabe 
initialled the accord after a cliff-hanging weekend of 
talks In London. 

"This is an Important day for Rhodesia,” Deputy For¬ 
eign Secretary Sir Ian Gilmour told a news confer¬ 
ence. “It means the end of the war.” 

The compromise which led to the final agreement 
hinged on Britain’s concession of additional ceasefire 
assembly points for the guerrillas in the heartland of 
Zimbabwe Rhodesia. 

The Patriotic Front had balked at the original pro¬ 
posals to concentrate the guerrillas in 15 ceasefire lo¬ 
cations where they feared they would be vulnerable to 
sudden attack. 

In Salisbury, Bishop Abel Muzorewa, who resigned as 
prime minister last week when Lord Soames, the new 
British governor took control of the territory, said: “It 
is nothing surprising. It is welcome.”

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Land speed record goes supersonic 


ROGERS LAKE, Calif. 
(Reuter) — Hollywood 
stuntman Stan Barrett be¬ 
came the first man to break 
the sound barrier on land 
Monday. 

He raced across the dry 
lake bed in his 60,000-horse¬ 
power rocket vehicle at a 
speed of 1,183 kilometres an 
hour on Monday, based on 
radar data provided by the 
U.S. Air Force. 

Barrett had to travel at 
least 1,171 kmh to beat the 
sound barrier when he 
crossed the lake bed in the 
early light of this morning. 
The sp^ of sound varies 
with thb temperature, which 
was -7 C when the run was 
made.

Observers on the track 
said they heard what sound¬ 
ed like a gentle roll of thun¬ 
der as the blazing red rocket 
vehicle flashed by, wh’ch 
they speculated was the 
sonic boom. 

“I had no idea when 1 went 
through the sound barrier,” 
said Barrett, describing the 
run. “I felt a lot of resistance 
and then everything went 
smooth and then there was a 
large jolt like hitting a brick 
wall.”

Carter said Mrs. Thatcher 
had “exhibited greatness” in 


facing international prob¬ 
lems during her first seven 
months in office. 

The’AmerIcan people 
“have been deeply grateful 
and filled with admiration” 
for the British efforts to set¬ 
tle the civil war in Rhodesia, 
he said, adding his “hope 
that soon that nation will be 
blessed with a majority-rule 
government and peace.” 

Their remarks came only 
hours after the United States 
formally lifted economic 
sanctions against Rhodesia, 
contributing to the friendly 
atmosphere of Monday’s 
mating. 


Shah island stop 
only a 'vacation’ 

CONTADOI^ ISLAND, Panama (UPI) — A spokesman 
for the shah of Iran said Monday that the tiny, muggy island 
of Contadora was only a “vacation” stop and that the 
deposed monarch still is looking for a permanent home. 

Spokesman Robert Armao said Shah Mohammed Re?a 
Pahlavi and bis entourage are considering the Contadora 
Island, stop “strictly a vacation,” and indicated they will 
leave the tropical resort at a later date. 

Asked whether Panama was being considered as a 
permanent home for the shah, Armao said, “We really 
haven't got that far yet. We just want to get through the 
Christmas and New Year holidays. And then we will think 
about it.” 

The imperial family and seven aides—including a 
doctor—arrived Saturday from Texas and took up residence 
in two relatively modest hou.ses on the west end of Contadora, 
35 miles west of Panama City, under the watchful eye of 
Panamanian troops.

No breach in MP affair 


LONDON (AP) — Prime Minister 
Margaret Thatcher said Monday there 
is no need for a security inquiry into an 
affair between Onservatlve MP Win¬ 
ston Churchill and Soraya Khashoggi, 
British-born ex-wife of a Saudi Ara¬ 
bian billionaire. 

“I am satisfied Uiere has been no 
breach of security in the public ser¬ 
vice,” Mrs. Thatcher said in a written 
statement read in the House of Com¬ 
mons while the Tory prime minister 
was in Washington for talks with 
President Carter. 

The statement was In reply to a 
question put by Labor MP James 


Wellbeloved who asked whether se¬ 
curity officials needed to look into the 
affair which Churchill admitted dur¬ 
ing the weekend. 

“The private affairs of an MP are no 
concern of mine,” Wellbeloved told 
reporters later. He said Mrs. 
Thatcher's assurance that no security 
issues were involved “closes this mat¬ 
ter as far as I am concerned." 

He added: “If the criterion for this 
place is that you haven't committed 
any infidelity, then there would be a 
hell of a lot of byelections.’’ 

The disclosure of the relationship 


between Churci.ill, 39-year-old grand¬ 
son of wartime leader Sir Winston 
Churchill, and the former wife of en¬ 
trepreneur Adnan Khashoggi, came as 
a result of a sensational court case 
involving sex, blackmail and corrup¬ 
tion at Gotland Yard. 

In the trial that ended last week at 
London's Old Bailey criminal court, 
three detectives were jailed for black¬ 
mailing Mrs. Khasho^ in 1977. 

Mrs. Khashoggi, 38, admitted to the 
affair and agre^ to write the name of 
the politician on a piece of paper which 
was read by the judge and jury. The 
man was ftferred to as Mr. X.

Exceptions are frowned upon because 
the essential function of rules is to make 
things fair for everjone But of course ruU“s 
can't always be fair because they assume 
everyone is the same, while people are any¬ 
thing but identical. 

The inevitable result of this obsession is 
collisions between rules such as the current 
encounter in Toronto involving a Sikh, the 
Canadian National Railway and the Canada 
Protective Clothing Equipment Regulations. 

At a human rights commission hearing, 
Karnuil Singh Bhinder, an electrical mainte¬ 
nance worker, alleges he was fired by the 
CNR because he refused to wear a hard hat. 

A Sikh is required to wear a turban, and 
nothing but a turban, while the railway re¬ 
quires him to wear a hard hat. 

What to do? On the one hand there's a 
rule about freedom to worship as we choose. 
On the other, there is the railway’s well-inten¬ 
tioned industrial safety rule. 

What we obviously need here is another 
rule, one which makes an exception for people 
like Mr. Bhinder when it comes to the compul- 
.sory hard hat. That way no rules are broken, 
in fact dn^iffre^i ad^d. - - "V 

Bah, humbug 

fN INDIA there's a bunch of skinflint bureau¬ 
crats who make Ebeneezer Scrooge look like 
the sweetest, softest Sugar Daddy ever. If 
the Guinness record people had a category 
for meanness, the Indian law ministry types 
would be certain winners. 

They are reluctant to grant tax exemption 
to the $192,000 Nobel Prize awarded to Mother 
Teresa, the saintly nun who has worked for 
more than 20. years In Calcutta's slums tend-, 
ing the .sick, deiititute and dying. According to 
the Presk Trust of India, taxes could take as 
much as 80 per cent of the prize money, which 
Mother Teresa was intending to use entirely 
for her order’s relief efforts. 

And the grounds for this objection? Moth¬ 
er Tere.sa, who was born in 'Yugoslavia of 
Albanian parents, has never bothered to apply 
for Indian citizenship. / 

Has it occurred to the nitpicking twerps in 
the law ministry that she probably neglected 
to do so becau.se she was too busy aiding the 
unfortunates that the Indian government 
either could not or would not help? 


The official Soviet Communist 
Party newspaper, Pravda ("The 
Truth"), published an article recently 
informing readers that the Canadian 
government is in real trouble: pro¬ 
vinces are placing their own concerns 
ahead of the national interest and re¬ 
cent no-confidence votes show just 
how shaky the national government 
is. After last week. Pravda will be 
saying: was. 

Among other things, the article 
cited the forthcoming referendum on 
"sovereignty-association" in Quebec, 
and Alberta's attempts to increase oil 
prices as examples of provinces acting 
without considering the interests of 
Canada as a whole. 

What the communists cannot, or do 
not want to understand is that the 
examples given point at the real 
strength of Canada: genuine, working 
democracy. 

Can one imagine a vote of "no 
confidence” moved in the Supreme 
Soviet? That could be considered an 
act inimical to the Soviet state, pun¬ 
ishable by a sentence of death. Can one

imagine a real dissent within constitu- 
tent unit.s in the Soviet Union, euphe¬ 
mistically known as the union repub¬ 
lics? Two of these, incidentally, Bye¬ 
lorussia and the Ukraine, enjoy the 
status of sovereign states in the United 
Nations which in effect gives the So¬ 
viet Union three automatic votes, not 
counting other members of the com¬ 
munist bloc. They arc, nevertheless, 
less independent than Quebec is 
today. 

A new Soviet constitution was en¬ 
acted in 1977, which like the 1936 "Sta¬ 
lin Constitution," grants, strictly in 
theory, protection of civil rights. What 
these rights arc in practice can be 
attested by those who believed in the 
written constitution and dissented 
from official policy or asked to emmi- 
gratc. They can be found now in pris¬ 
ons, in mental institutions or in Si¬ 
berian exile. 

The constitution also names the 


Communist Party as "the leading and 
guiding force of Soviet society and the 
nucleus of its political system." Within 
the U.S.S.R. live approximately 260 
million people, of whom about 15 mil¬ 
lion, somewhat less than six per cent, 
are members of the Communist Party. 
This low percentage, however, is not 
reflected in the le^slatures of the 
union republics or in the Supreme 
Soviet — and the government there, 
representing as it does a minority, 
albeit the only legal party, docs not 
have to worry about a narrowly-split 
vote or an action favoring a local issue 
over what purports to be the national 
intprest. 

Although the Soviet constitution 
guarantees union republics the right 
of secession, it has never been in¬ 
voked. in public at least, by a single 
legislator, probably for reasons of 
personal health. 

In a comparatively mild and re¬ 


mote manner I experienced this qual¬ 
ity of policy when, .some time ago. 1 
had lunch with a senior Soviet offi¬ 
cial. We talked about so-called liber¬ 
ation movements, the Palestine Liber¬ 
ation Organization in the Middle Easi. 
the Patriotic Front in .Southern Africa 
and others. 

I asked why (he Soviet Union Idenli- 
fies with such movements, involving 
(he paradoxes of support in the Middle 
East for theocratic monarchies that 
outlawed communism, against a social 
democracy. Israel, that admits com¬ 
munists to membership in parliament. 
I al.so referred to Soviet ziurchascs of 
Rhodesian minerals. 

The official explained, with a broad 
smile, that it is the official policy of 
the U.S.S.R. to support national liber 
ation movements that enjoy local 
popular approval. 

In that case, what do you think of 
the Ukrainian National Liberation 
Movement in Canada? I qsked. 

The smile changed into an icy 
glare: we watch them very carefully

in Germany, all in the space 
of six years. 

The secret is in the f aces of 
(he millions of three-inch a.s- 
(ronauts and knights, queens 
and milkmaids, cowboys and 
Indians which tumble from 
the production line at fieo- 
bra-Brandstaetter's factory 
at Zimdorf, on the outskirts 
of Nuremberg. 

Each tiny Playmobil fig¬ 
ure has identically empty 
features, with identical 
round dots for eyes, the for¬ 
mula for perfect make-be¬ 
lieve. 

The Brandstaetter story 
goes back 103 years to An¬ 
dreas Brandstaetter, who 
set up shop as a locksmith 
and cabinet-maker. Later 
generations of the family 
turned to toymaking, for 
which the Nuremberg area 
has long been famous. Until 
the early 1970s, the company 
had a dependable line in chil- 
dren's telephones and 
cashed In quickly on passing - 
crazes like the hula-hoop. 

In 1958 the company took 
on Hans Beck, a young refu¬ 
gee from East Germany. 
Beck had started out as a 
joiner, but what he really 
enjoyed was making model 
aeroplanes. "It was a bad 
time for joiners so someone 
said try toys," Beck says. 

Playmobil started in 1971 
when Horst Brandstaetter. 
the present head of the com¬ 
pany. asked Beck to produce 
.something like the Fisher- 
Price Play Family, small 
human figures without mov¬ 
ing parts, for very young 
children. 

Beck had his own ideas 
about a small figure which 
would be perfectly fitted to 
be the protagonist in the 
stories children tell them¬ 
selves as they play. He and 
his Italian wife had no chil¬ 
dren until they adopted a son 
two years ago. A shy. quiet 
man, now aged 50, Beck was 
a tireless Watcher of the 
games of his nephews and 
nieces. 

He was vaguely inspired 
by Charlie Brown and his 
friends in the Peanuts car¬ 
toon. After one or two reject¬ 
ed designs, he produced pro¬ 
totypes in polystyrene, 
which, except for a few de¬ 
tails, arc almost identical 
to the Playmobil figures of 
today. The first sets were 
shown experimentally to re¬ 
tailers in 1973 and the next 
—jear they were launched at 
Nuremberg Toy Fair, 

The first reactions of re¬ 


tailers. Beck remembers, 
were dismissive — some¬ 
times scornful. “A Jot of 
buyers said they could .sec no 
future in them," Beck says. 
But one client, a Dutchman, 
asked fur a two-hour pause 
to contact his office and then 
put in a ma.ssivc order. Be¬ 
fore the end of 1974,3,500,000 
figures had been sold and 
Brandstaetter's only task 
from then on was to try to 
keep up with the demand. 

Beck's success followed 
his discovery that many chil¬ 
dren are dissatisfied with 
toys that are too realistic, 
such as dolls that flutter 
their eyelids. 

‘'lOs most important to 
give free rein to a child's 
imagination," says Beck. 
“And for that there must be 
something impressionistic 
about toy figures, they 
mustn't be too perfect.” 

He gave his Playmobil 
people just enough move¬ 
ment to make them adapt¬ 
able to story-telling. They 
can sit astride a horse, 
swivel their heads from side 
to side and move their arms. 
But their faces are as formal 
as a golly's and their hands 
are just clamps for holding 
spears, trumpets, lanterns 
or oars. 

Beck suppressed the indi¬ 
vidual movement of his fig¬ 
ures' legs because he fell 
this was blocking children's 
imaginations and getting in 
the way of the story. Even 
buttons on the male tunics 
were dropped because they 
were judged to be too specif¬ 
ic. 

The first designs were well 
.proportioned adult male and 
female forms, but Beck 
found these characters 
charmless and rather sinis¬ 
ter, like robots, so he In¬ 
creased the size of their 
heads, giving them a defini¬ 
tely childlike appearance. 

"I decided they must look 
like children going through 
all the activities of an adult 


world and through different 
periods of history," Beck ex¬ 
plains. “The faces have a 
happyiexptcssion. Tkorc’*.. 
nothing ugly or threatening 
about them.” 

All Beck's love of detail 
was put into the accessories. 
The Playmobil men can 
wear silver helmets or elabo- 
rate Indian masks; the 
women have medieval wim¬ 
ples or coalscuttle bonnets. 

There is a strong current 
of disapproval of militarist 
toys in Germany, which 
Beck shares, so the soldiers 
are deliberately period fight¬ 
ers. 

“I knew it was a good prod¬ 
uct." he says, “but that it 
would catch on quite as it did 
was something I didn't fore¬ 
see.” 

“Catch on” is an under¬ 
statement. The Playmobil 
figures arc selling in 50 coun¬ 
tries and in some, like Brit¬ 
ain and Holland, they have 
become a cult. Within six 
years 250 million figures 
have been sold, turnover has 
topped $57 million and, for 
the first time, a single toy 
accounts for 5 per cent of 
total German toy sales; 


NEW DELHI — With 15 
official languages and vast 
cultural diversity. India en¬ 
compasses one of the most 
heterogeneous groups of 
people ever bound together 
in nationhood. 

For most of the 32 years 
since independence, India's 
leadership has done a re¬ 
markable job of developing a 
sense of national identity 
while at the same time pres¬ 
erving cultural differences. 

Only in the remote, strate¬ 
gically vital northeast has 
the government in New 
Delhi failed consistently to 
find the magic formula. 

In the northeast a variety 
of ethnic groups with little in 
common but Mongoloid fea¬ 
tures and fear of cultural 
obliteration have successful¬ 
ly resisted efforts to be inte¬ 
grated with the rest of 
India. 

One group, the Nagas, ac¬ 
tually declared its indepen¬ 
dence the day before Britain 
transferred sovereignty to 
India in 1917. The move 
failed. 

The traditionally belli¬ 
cose, mainly tribal societies 
> of the norilheast have carried 
on a' sporadic campaign of 
resistance to Indian rule for 
years. But in recent months, 
discontent of unprecedented 
intensity has spread through 
the six stales and two terri¬ 
tories that make up the re¬ 
gion. The level of unrest has 
India's political leaders 
deeply concerned. 

“Northeastern India is in 
greater turmoil today than 
ever before,” the political 
commentator A.S. Abraham 
said recently in the Times of 
India. 

The unrest is especially 
worrisome because of the 
region's proxmity to China. 
Every state or territory in 
the region shares a common 
border with at least one for¬ 
eign country — China, 
Burma or Bangladesh. 

Over the last two years, 
the northeast's special as¬ 
pirations have met with little 
sympathy from Prime Min¬ 
ister Morarji Desai and the 
caretaker regime of his suc¬ 
cessor, Charan Singh. Both 
have turned a deaf car to the 
region. As a result, there has 
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highest. Mizoram has 50 peo¬ 
ple per square mile, eom- 
pared to more than 1.800 per 
square mile for Bangladesh 
and more than 1,300 for West 
Bengal. 

Bipinpal Das. a repre 
senlativc from Assam in the 
upper house of India's Par¬ 
liament, believes that the 
migration is to .some extent 
organized.

"Bang¬ 
ladesh is encouraging the 
migration because it wanls 
to get rid of its excess popii.

violence its impetus. Even in 
areas where there has been 
no violence, such as Sikkim, 
the level of discontent has 
risen .sharply. 

"There is a real fear 
among these people that 

obliterated." a .senior offi¬ 
cial in the Ministry of Home 
Affairs said. 

With the Indian govern¬ 
ment constitutionally limit¬ 
ed in,its ability to prevent 
-migration from elsewhere in 
_India and apparently unable 
^0 control the influx from the 
northern areas of Bangla¬ 
desh, citizens of the north¬ 
east have moved to halt the 
inflow in the only way they 
know — by violent confron¬ 
tation. 

Nowhere in the region is 
the local population in any 
immediate danger of be¬ 
coming a minority, but it is 
easy to understand the 
worry. Most of the northeast 
is sparsely populated, while 
population density in Bang¬ 
ladesh is among he world's

.SALLSBURY, Zimbabwe Rhodesia-— An ill-timed 
giggle leaves guerrilla leader Joshua Nkomo of the 
Patriotic Front in danger of his life when he returns 
for this country's planned peace elections. 

A sizeable section of the white community regards 
Nkomo with almost pathological hatred. Political 
sources said this feeling runs so deep that every whitc 
policcman approached to become his future body¬ 
guard has refused. 

Nobody wants to be responsible for his safety. "It 
is too dangerous,” said one. 

The root of Nkomo’s problem, above that shared 
by all Patriotic Front “terrorists,” lies in the shooting 
down of two civilian airliners by his guerrillas with 
Sam missiles over the past 14 months. The insurgents 
massacred 10 of the 13 dazed survivors of the first 
disaster cast of Kariba. 

Nkomo compounded the resulting white outrage by 
chuckling and sniggering while claiming responsi¬ 
bility for the attack during a radio interview in 
Lusaka. Nkomo lightheardedly said the Viscount air¬ 
liner, filled with families returning from vacation, 
was a legitimate military target. 

Rhodesian television monitored the broadcast, then 
aired it on prime time with film of the crash scene. 
Public reaction was immediate and virulent including 
official vows of vengeance. 

Then Nkoroo's guerrillas shot down a second holi¬ 
day flight in February, killing all 54 people aboard. 

The Rhodesians initially responded with heavy 
bombing raids against guerrilla camps in Zambia, 
then two months later staged a lightning commando 
raid into the heart of Lusaka to assassinate Nkomo. 

The raiders missed Nkomo, who was spenting 


the night elsewhere, but killed 10 of his guards and 
demolished his home with explosive charges. 

This attack appeased public opinun to a certain dc 
grec. But even now it is not unusual to hear a white 
say he will kill Nkomo if he can get within rifle shot of 
him. 

A single shot was fired into the bi-drooin of Nkoiiio's 
“advance man,” C.G. Msipa, one recent night. Msipa 
_said the attack followed an anonymous telephone cull 
from a man with an American accent who told him that 
he had come with friends from the United Slates to kill 
him and Nkomo. 

After (he attack, Msipa said, a second phone call 
"asked me if I remembered the Viscount. " 

Nkomo and his followers arc well aware of llic 
antimosity. They have sought to defuse the situation 
by calling for a clean slate once a ceasefire in the 
seven-year-old guerrilla war goes into effect. 

"There is no reason for rt-eriminalion," one iif lii.s 
spokesmen said. “What we need is reconciliation and 
reconstruction. This war has brutalized all of us. No 
one has clean hands." 

Ironically, had it not been for the two airliners, 
Nkomo mi^t have become either prime minister or 
president after last April's elections. Only days be¬ 
fore the first disaster former Prime Minister Ian 
Smith disclosed he had secretly met Nkomo to pc-rsuude 
him to return to the country for the voting. 

This disclosure was welcomed by a large segment 
of the white community, which then regarded Nkomo 
as more moderate than Robert Mugabe. Ihe other 
Patriotic Front leader. 

For many this idea crashed with the first air 
liner, to the echo of Nkomo’s giggles.

OTTAWA—Was Canada a whisker away from a 
constitutional crisis last Friday? 

Senior Tories in Joe Clark's now-defeated ad¬ 
ministration say yes. Confidantes of Gov.-Gen. Ed 
•Schreyer disagree. Perhaps, as Clark says, no one 
will know for sure until he and Schreyer write their 
memoirs. 

Still, here, as we hear It, is a story of SO minutes 
that could have changed history. 

It started shortly before 8 a.m. last Friday. 
Clart pulled up to Government House in his bour¬ 
geois blue Chevy two minutes early for a meeting he 
had arranged with Schreyer the night before. 

Clark walked quickly Into the governor-gen¬ 
eral’s half circular oak-panelled office. After pleas¬ 
antries, the two sat down in comfortable, straight- 
backed armchairs in front of an unlit fireplace, a 
table between them. They were alone. Clark had 
come with only one thing on his mind: The dissolution 
of Parliament. His minority government had been 
defeated on a confidence vote the night before and he 
had already decided to call a Feb. 18 election. The 
meeting could have been over in five minutes. Yet it 
lasted 50. Why? 

From Government House, the word is that the 
two, both avid students of the political arts, got 
involved in a long academic, esoteric discussion of 
the various constitutional options that could — the 
“could” is stressed — come into play. j 

“What IF’ Clark attempted to stay on for a time? 
“What if” Schreyer called on other parties to form a 
government to replace Clark’s? “What if” the 
country was left with a similar minority Parliament 
after the next election? And so on. 

Government House insists, however, that 
“there was no suitgestion that other constitutional 
roads be travelled.” Schreyer made no attempt to 
play “honest broker.” 

One Clark intimate who saw the prime minister 
not long after has a different interpretation of the 
events in Schreyer’s office. The word from this 
worthy is that Clark went through a “harrowing” 50 
minutes in which he was left with the impression that 
Schreyet, with any encouragement at all, would 
have Called on Ed Broadbent, leader of his old party, 
the NDP, to form a government. 

Who’s to say? It may boil down to no more than a 
question of emphasis. Still, one wonders how close 
^hreyer, a slightly bored governor-general, shack¬ 
led by the formalities of his job and chomping at the 
bit for action, came to playing Lord Byng? 

Byng, you’ll recall, was the governor-general 
who rejected Mackenzie King’s call for dissolution 
after a parliamentary defeat In 1926, asked Conser- 
vative Arthur Meighen to form a government, then 
c days later watched that government fall. 

It came to be known as the King-Byng Thing. 
How close were we to the Schreyer Mire? 


Another, better, suggestion for Ed Broadbent’s 
campaign jet, the successor to Bum Air, Daisy Air 
and Doctrineaire: Not Freeze-Your-Bum Air as we 
originally offered. No. Now we like Frigidair. 


Jean Pigott, the endearing Mamma Tory who 
has acted as Joe Clark’s chief talent scout since her 
defeat in the May 22 election, has decided against 
fighting the formidable Jean-Luc Pepin in an Ot- 
tawa-Carleton riding rematch. Instead, we’re told 
she’ll shift to Ottawa Centre where she’ll do battle 
against likeable John Evans, a Liberal who unseated 
Robert de Cotret. 

After his defeaL Clark named de Cotret to the 
Senate and cabinet where, in Pierre Trudeau’s 
words, he remained “a lingering insult to the voters 
who rejected him, an insult to the spirit of democ¬ 
racy and an insult to the House of Commons.” 

He declined suggestions that he run in either of 
two byelections called since the May election, 
arguing that he did not want to be looked on as a 
“parachute” candidate. 

Now however, we hear, de Cotret (who runs 
variously as “Bob” or “Robert Rene” depending on 
the linquistic preponderance of the locale) will jump 
into a Quebec riding to try his luck. 

He will resi^ his senatorship to do so. Question: 
If he loses,, will he be the first 35-year-old in 
Canadian history to be appointed to the Senate 
twice? 


Finally, there’s talk that Brian Mulroney, after 
sitting out the last campaign, will run for the Tories 
in Quebec, probably in a Montreal riding. Mulroney, 
something of a John Turner figure among Conserva¬ 
tives, would then presumably be in a much stronger 
position should he make another stab at the leader¬ 
ship. 

Then again, he has to win first, no mean feat for 
a Quebec Tory. 




Lid must tighten 
on union pressure 

MLA Charles Barber recently mailed me a copy of 
a report by Stevenson and Kellogg which concerns 
senior B.C. government employees comprising all 
management levels from deputy ministers to executive 
secretaries excluded from union membership. 

The report makes monthly salary comparisons 
between this small group known as B.C. Managers 
Association and the B.C. average. 

The report states “government managers’ salaries 
are nut well related to the marketplace” and would fall 
22 per cent behind the B.C. average if not given an in¬ 
crease. 

It also states “certain positions are being paid less 
than union members they supervise and significantly 
less than union members in equivalent positions.” 

Mr. Barber’s brief covering letter concludes “as 
you will see, pressures on the public purse do not exclu¬ 
sively come from union members.” 

Surely Mr. Barber would not suggest this manage¬ 
ment group should not receive adequate salary in¬ 
creases under the outlined circumstances; stimulated 
by the liberality of negotiated settlement made with 
BCGEU. 

It is encouraging to know he is recognizing'unions 
are a pressure on the public purse; possibly the recent 
events in the NDP in Saskatchewan will further con¬ 
vince Barber and others that our legislators must take a 
stand between union pressure and the public purse.

The letter by Clare Bryn- 
jolfson in the Dec. 2 Colonist 
' regarding Uplands Park hor¬ 
rified me. He comments that 
he saw “no beauty,, only a 
small jungle, dog droppings 
and very few people.” 

The beauty of this park is 
that it is natural and many 
people do, in fact, appreciate 
and use it. 

Dog droppings, I concede, 
are not natural and are a 
nuisance. However, I have 
walked in this park almost 
daily for 12 years and only 
three times have trodden on 
a dog dropping.

over. The idea of an arbore¬ 
tum is a good one. but it 
would perhaps be more ap 
propriate in a developed 
park like Beacon Hill Park. 

Mr. Brynjolfson should 
come to Uplands Park in 
early May and see the profu¬ 
sion of wild flowers which 
would not be there if it were 
covered with rolling lawns. 
He should look for pheasants 
and quail; he should look at 
the innumerable varieties of 
gra.sses; and if he keeps his 
eye? open he may even see, 
as I have done, a snowy owl 
or sandhills crane. 

I think this park should be 
left entirely in its natural 
state to encourage people to 
enjoy and appreciate nature. 
In these times of cost con¬ 
tainment. this is a doubly 
laudable proposition.

OTTAWA — This was — you’ll recall — the 
party that was bom to govern. 

The slick collection of professionals who 
sneered at the bumbling amateurism of the Tories 
and the naive idealism of the NDP — remember? 

This was the party destined to rule, a party that 
has had a longer run in the throne room this century 
than possibly in any democracy in the world. 

liiese were the Liberals, the General Motors of 
politics, the chaps who combined the hard-eyed 
power brokers from Toronto with an unassailable 
base in Quebec and matchless patronage connec¬ 
tions throughout the other regions to guarantee a 
generation of power passing on to another genera¬ 
tion of power. 

At the moment? A ship of fools lumbering from 
indecision to confusion to semi-panic. 

While Prime Minister C.J. Clark jetted off 
Monday on the first day of a planned election 
campaign and the NDP operatives clicked into place 
their strategy plan, the Liberals are still floundering 
about Ottawa in utter disarray, the party of pros 
resembling a herd of cows on ice. 

It is a remarkable spectacle, something resem¬ 
bling a French bedroom farce with supposed leaders 
popping in and out of bedrooms, the party brass 
simulating the Keystone Kops in a mad car chase. 

The party that has been sloppy and essentially 
leaderless in the Commons since May is now sup¬ 
posed to be thinking seriously about re-inventing the 
man who declined to supply the leadership. How 
droll. How, well, eh, almost Toryish in approach! 

There is the point — seeping through to an 
electorate that watches the fumbling in some puzzle¬ 
ment — that John Turner, firstly, made it clear he 
didn’t want this party even thou^ the PM’s chair 
was supposedly there on a platter. 

Then Pierre Trudeau, by his coy pose as the 
reluctant debutant dragging the party into bended 
knee obsequiousness, reveals that he doesn’t think 
very much of the job. 

Given all that, who could blame Don Macdonald, 
who was about to cast his awkward bulk on the 
funeral pyre, from deciding that he doesn’t need this 
suicidal mission after all? 

There is a certain breath-taking lev^ of illogic 
(combined with a good dose of hypocrisyl'involved 
in all this. 

If Pierre Trudeau was perfectly sincere in his 
announcement a month ago that he wished to step 
down and disappear, why did he not stop the 
nonsense last Thursday once it was clear early in the 
day what was going to happen that insane night in the 
Commons? 

Why did Pierre Trudeau, once the opposition 


benches had been counted — thus ensuring the Tory 
defeat — turn around and shake hands in quiet 
triumpn with Tom Lefebvre? 

There were, overlooked, two journalists-who 
were suspicious of the Trudeau “retirement” in the 
first place. 

On Nov. 22, the day after his farewell, the 
Vancouver Sun’s shrefcd Marjorie Nichols stated 
flatly in her column that Trudeau would lead the 
Liberals in the next election. Lubor J. Zink of the 
Toronto Sun, who is consistent in his steady anti- 
Trudeau stance, reported on Dec. 3 on persistent 
reports from Toronto that Trudeau would be 
back. 

The party itself seems mesmerized by its confu¬ 
sion. Why would it go for a man who was the main 
reason why it was dumped in the first place? 

Why would the electorate be expected to go for a 
Trudeau who would stay only through an election 
(Interim Liberal Leader is now known in Ottawa as 
I.L.L.) and then pass to someone who might be 
Donald Macdonald, Donald Duck or Uncle Tom 
Cobbley? , 

It’s no Wonder that the Liberal national execu¬ 
tive, being from at least .some portions of the 
boondocks, tore strips on the weekend off the Libera 1 
MPs who — you had to be there to appreciate it — 
acted on Thursday night like schoolboys on a 
hilarious prank. 

The last Issue of the Liberal house magazine, a 
little journal cutesily called “adLib,” says proudly 
in its headline: Liberals on the Move. It has four 
pages worth of The Party: Renewal and Action. 

It is now black humor. Thgre has been no 
renewal nor action—mainly because the incumbent 
dislikes the humiliation of Opposition so much that 
his disinterest dragged the party down with him. 

The party has now admitted openly that it went 
into the May 22 campaign with no platform. 

Trudeau wanted from caucus a pledge that he 
would get total loyalty from the Ontario Liberals. 
But they are dominated — as they have been for 
years — by Senator Keith Davey and principal 
secretary Jim Coutts, the two men who run Tru¬ 
deau. 

How can you demand loyalty from those who 
already work for you? Expect loyalty, or sack 
them. 

Trudeau is not a sacking man. He seems to 
be a man who wants to get out for .sake of his family 
but wants to stay for the sake of his ego. 

The [«rly, once the parly of peerless pros, grows 
more ludicrous by the hour. 

While the two other parties carry on the business 
of an election, we are into another sobby chapter in 
The Perils ot Pierre. The only difference is that it is 
the party that’s tied to the rails.

Big ones getting bigger 


OTTAWA (CP) — The country’s 
biggest corporate families, including 
Desmarais, Bronfman and Black, 
are growing bigger and dominate the 
10 largest groups of companies fea¬ 
tured in Statistics Canada’s latest 
directory of inter-corporate owner¬ 
ship. 

The report, listing who owns what 
in Canadian business, gives a com¬ 
prehensive picture of the network 
which, in one way or another, speci¬ 
fics ownership links between firms 
with assets of more than {250,000 
and sales of more than $500,000. Of an 
estimated 335,000 companies in Can¬ 
ada, about 50,000 have links between 
two or more corporations. 

The latest report, for the period 
ended July 1, also enfirms the trend 
of increase corporate concentration 
resulting from a surge in takeovers 
during the last three years. 

Among its findings: 

— Canada major business families 
control seven of the 10 largest groups 
of corporations. 

— Montreal industrialist Paul Des¬ 
marais still controls the largest com¬ 
plex of companies, an increase to 
195 from 175 three years ago. 


— The Peter and Edward Bronf¬ 
mans, through Edper Investments 
Ltd., now control the second-largest 
group of businesses in Canada, as a 
result of their takeover of Brascan 
Ltd. earlier this year. 

— Galen Weston, chief of the fifth- 
ranked North American interests of 
the family bakery business created 
by his late father Garfield, controls 
more than 160 conrarations, diversi¬ 
fied in food, retailing and pulp and 
paper. 

— ’The interests of Conrad Black, 
35, rank sixth-largest in number, 
owing to his takeover of Argus Corp. 
Ltd. last year. 

— The publishing-energy holdings 
of New Brunswick-based K. C. Irving 
and Toronto-based Kenneth R. 
’Thomson rank seventh and eighth 
respectively. The Irving interests 
now control more than 140 corpora¬ 
tions and the ’Thomson group en¬ 
larged its empire through the suc¬ 
cessful takeover of Hudson’s Bay 
this spring. 

— ’The Charles and Edgar Bronf¬ 
mans, heirs to the Seagram distillery 
fortune, rank llth in the director by 
number of companies. 


— The federal government owns 
the fourth-largest family of 100 en¬ 
terprises through its network of 
Crown corporations and subsidiary 
operations. 

— Other groupings in the top 10 
include thii^-ranked Canadian Pa¬ 
cific Ltd., of Montreal, which, of 
publicly-held corporations, has the 
largest number of linked companies 
in its orbit. ’The Rothschild group of 
Britain, ranked ninth, includes in its 
holdings Rio Tinto-Zinc Corp. Ltd. 
and Royal Dutch Petroleum Co. The 
holdings of the Bentley-Prentice fa¬ 
milies rank 10th, controlling Cana¬ 
dian Forest Products Ltd. of British 
Columbia and other firms. 

’The directory is destined to be¬ 
come a best-seller, in spite of its $35 
price tag, because it now gives a 
more current, detailed picture of 
the ties that link corporate Canada 
than ever before. 

In the past, Statistics Canada has' 
published its annual report three 
years after the year under review. 
Novir, using a computer system and 
with one-third fewer staff, the 
agency can publish a review for the 
year in question. 


From the report, companies, talMr 
unions and others can find out ulti¬ 
mate corporate owners, whether do¬ 
mestic or foreign-controlled, as well 
as the links between, among and 
within families of companies. 

For instance, one firm used the 
directory to discover its own parent, 
a U.S. company, says Peter Blitt, 
of the business finance division of 
Statistics Canada, which publishes 
Inter-corporate Ownership. 

In addition, the directory shows 
there are 10,000 corporations which 
have links in the major corporate 
groupings. For instance, both the 
Desmarais and Edper-Bronfman 
groups are tied through their com¬ 
mon interest in firms such as lAC 
Ltd. and Insmor Holdings Ltd. 

’The StatsCan directory is based on 
corporate files of non<onfidential 
returns, as required under the Cor¬ 
porations and Labor Unions Returns 
Act. 

A sister publication, which shows 
the financial performance of these 
same corporations is due next 
month.

NEW YORK (AP) — Gold 
continued its record-setting 
price increases Monday, 
trading as high as $474 an 
ounce in Zurich before fall¬ 
ing a little at the close as the 
Organization of Petroleum 
Exporting Countries began 
meeting on a new round of oil 
price increases. 

The U.S. dollar declined in 
most European markets but 
recovered against most 
major foreign currencies in 
later'New York trading. In 
New York, the U.S. dollar 
brought 1.1740 Canadian dol¬ 
lars, up from 1.1707 Friday. 

Bullion dealers in Europe 
said the latest spurt in the 
gold price was caused by the 
continuing U.S.-Iran crisis 
and expectations of further 
oil price increases at the 
OPEC meeting in Caracas, 
Venezuela. 

In Zurich the price of gold 
soared to $474 a troy ounce 
before some profit-taking 
late Monday pushed the 
price down to $469.50. It fin¬ 
ished at $470 in London, Eu¬ 
rope's other major gold 
trading centre. This was a 
jump of more than $12 in 
both centres and a record 
closing price for both. Gold 
closed last Friday at $457.30 
in LonSon and $457 in 
Zurich. 

In New York, gold finished 
at $469.50, up from the previ¬ 
ous record close of $464 on 
Friday. 

In Tokyo, the U.S. dollar 
opened at 238.50 yen today, 
down from Monday's close 
of 239.80. It remained in the 
238.40 .70 range in early 
trading. 

In New York, late rates for 
the U.S. dollar compared 
with Friday, were: 1.7352 
West German marks, up 
from 1.7340; 4.0720 French 
francs, up from 4.0600; 1.6045 
Swiss francs, up from 1.6000 
and 238.25 Japanese yen.

Paige was in his prime in the days before the big 
leagues admitted black players, but the white players 
knew all about him. “1 know who's the best pitcher I ever 
.see,” Dizzy Dean once said, "and It’s ol’ Satchel Paige, 
that big, lanky colored boy." 

In a showdown of sorts, Paige once faced the great 
Bob Keller in an exhibition game against major league 
all-stars. "I won,” Paige said. Yes, and he struck out 
.21 batters along the way. 


Paige pitched 2,500 games, barnstorming and in the 
Negro leagues, and won 2,000 of them. He threw 300 shut¬ 
outs, of which 55 are said to have been no-hiUers. You 
wonder how a major league owner could resist signing 
him. color bar or no. 

"Kach one of them was waitin' on the other one," 
Paige said. 

Jackie Robinson broke baseball's color line in 1947, 
when he joined Brooklyn Dodgers. The next year Paige came 
out of retirement to pitch for Cleveland Indians. The rookie 
was 42 years old. Or 45, maybe. Or 50. 

"Were you 42 or 50?" 

"Yes," he replied. 

Paige helped Indians win the pennant that year and played 
In the majors for five years. His last appearance was in 1965 
for Kansas City A's, when, at the age of 59 (or 63 or 67), ho 
pitched three innings of one-hit baseball. 


Even after he made it to the majors, his fastball was 
so fa.st "it broke the machine (used to time pitchers)." 

Ah, he’s rolling now. He shows how he used to pick 
runners off second base. He didn’t whirl around and 
throw, as mortal pitchers do. 

“No, I just flipped the ball lo second, behind my 
back.” 

Aw, really? ” 

"Sure, I'm tellin’ you. Course, writers didn't like lo 
write that kind of thing. But you ask people who were 
there. They saw it.”

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McEnroe caps, 
Davis Cup win 


SAN FRANCISCb (AP) • 
The United States Davis Cup 
tennis team, having won the 
trophy for 1979, poured it on 
the Italians on Sunday with a 
straight-set victory by John 
McEnroe against Antonio 
Zugarelli. 

McEnroe, winning 6-t, $-3, 
j6-I, relied on his strong ser¬ 
vice which gave him four 
aces and 38 points on service 
returns. Zugarelli, who had 
never played thp American 
left-hander before, ap¬ 
peared baffled by 
McEnroe’s .serve and alter¬ 
nated his receiving position 
from two feet behind the 
baseline to four feet in 
front. 

The Americans clinched 
the cup Saturday in the best- 
of-five final when the dou¬ 
bles team of Stan Smith and 
Bob Lutz defeated Adriano 
Panatta and Paolo Bertoluc¬ 
ci 6-4, 12-10, 6-2 after Vitas 
Gerulaltis and McEnroe had 
won their singles. 

McEnroe’s victory ex¬ 
tends to 28 the number of 
consecutive sets he has won 
in Davis Cup singles In the 
last two years. 


The match was enlivened 
in the second game of the 
second set when McEnroe 
disputed a linesman’s ruling 
that Zugarclli’s had hit the - 
line on a service return. 

McEnroe appealed to the 
referee, who over ruled the. 
linesman and gave the point 
to the American. 

As McEnroe began to, 
.serve the second point, the 
crowd’s whistling and hoot¬ 
ing distracted him and he 
tilted forward until he fell to 
the court in a mock trance. 

A self-appointed cheer¬ 
leader for the Italians, pack¬ 
ing about 400 pounds and 
adorned with a sweatban, 
ambled out of his front-row 
seat and approached 
McEnroe. Not to be outdone 
by the cheerleader’s antics,. 
McEnroe feigned fright and 
ran to the American bench 
where he jumped into the 
first row of spectators; 

At that point, the cheer¬ 
leader sprawled on the court 
like a beached whale. It took 
three ushers to help him 
overcome the weight of his 
huge belly and regain his 
feet so that he could lumber 
back to his seat.

Brown said he had some 
people in mind for the coach¬ 
ing job, “but I don't draw the 
line anywhere.” 

“He has to be a strong type 
of personalii|tf^own said. 
"He has to ^^Hmeone who 
knows the ganw, but who at 
the same time is strong in a 
demanding way.” 


Exiting along with Rice 
were Mike McCormack, of¬ 
fensive tine coach; Boyd 
Dowler, receivers; Charley 
Winner, defensive backfleld; 
Dick Modr.ewlewski, defen¬ 
sive line; Howard Blinker, 
defensive co-Qrdinator, and 
(ieorge Sefeik, offensive 
backfield. 


Rice said he would take 
B^wn up on his offer to stay 
with the Bengais as an ad¬ 
ministrative assistant and 
he concluded that he be¬ 
lieved Brown did the right 
thing. 

“It's time for a fresh new 
thing and I think it's impor¬ 
tant that he does that at this 
time," Rice said. “Paul 
Brown did what he thought 
was best and I believe in 
him." 

Rice's entrance into the 
pro coaching ranks was a 
troubled one. The Bengais' 
fortunes had slipped since 
the team had posted an 11-3 
mark in 1975, the last year 
that Brown coached the 
team. 

The Bengais slipped to 10-4 
in 1976 under Bill Johnson 
and IMI in 1977.

Early points crucial

If Walter Payton hadn’t 
scored in the fourth quarter 
against Minnesota Vikings 
last .Sept. 9, Washington Red¬ 
skins would be in the Nation¬ 
al Football League play¬ 
offs. 

Payton,.Chicago Bears’ 
super runner (he wound up 
with 1,610 yards, second only 
to Earl Campbell of Houston 
Oilers), scored that touch¬ 
down on a 26-yard run about 
four minutes into the fourth 
quarter, the final score in 
(Chicago’s 26-7 victory over 
the Vikings. 

And on Nov.4, just 20 sec¬ 
onds into the fourth quarter 
of the Bears’ 35-7 trouncing 
of Detroit Lions. Payton 
wrapped up their scoring 
with a five-yard touchdown 
run. 

Nice for the personal sta¬ 
tistics but generally mean¬ 
ingless. it would have 
seemed. Piling it on. the 
Lions could have roared. 

Wrong! Thanks to the 
tie-breakjng .j^ysteni, 
one of those touchdowns (or 
atiy of the others Chicago 
scored this season) put the 
Bears into the playoffs and 
kept the Redskins out of 
them. 

Plus-57 in point differen¬ 
tial (total points scored vs. 
total points allowed) to plus 
.53 were the numbers that 
decided which team will 
journey to Philadelphia next 
Sunday to play the Eagles in 
the National Conference’s 
preliminary playoff round. 

The Redskins went into 
.Sunday’s game having out- 
scored their opponents by 51 
points. Chicago had out- 
scored its rivals by 21 points. 
Thus, Washington had a 33- 
puint "net-point differen¬ 
tial” edge over the Bears. 

Chicago wiped that out en 


tirely by blasting St. Louis 
Cardinals 42-6. Washinglon 
could have knocked Chicago 
out of the playoffs by beating 
Dallas Cowboys, winning the 
NFC East title and leaving 
the wild card to the Cow boys 
Instead, the Cowboys ral 
lied, won 35t3I and left the 
Redskins out in the cold. 

Say. for arguments’ sake, 
thafthe Bears hadn’t beaten 
St. Louis so badly. .Say lhe,\ 
hadn’t scored their final 
touchdown and had won 35- 
7. 

It would have been a 28- 
point difference, five short 
of wiping out Washington s 
33-puint edge. Had lhal hap 
pened, Washington could 
have lost by four poin;. or 
less and .still reached the 
playoffs instead of the 
Bears. 

Now for a few more NFC 
ifs. 

If the Bears beat Philadel 
phia, they’ll play the Cow 
boys, (he conference’s win 
ningest team, in Dallat "'d 
L(o,Angeles Rams will 
Tampa Bay Buevaiieeiw. ii 
the next round. But if ilu 
Eagles win. they’ll play at 
Tampa Bay and the Rams 
will head fur Dallas because 
a wild-card team can’t play 
the eonferenee’s top winner 
if both teams play in (he 
same division (Philadelphia 
and Dallas are in the NFC 
East). Further, the wild 
card team, no matter what 
its record, cannot be a play¬ 
off host. 

So. for example, if the 
Eagles manage to beat not 
only the Bears but the Hue 
cancers and the Ramsdefeat 
Dallas, the NFC champion 
ship game would have tin 
11-5 Eagles at the 9-7 Rams, 
lais Angeles being the host 
bc'cause it won a division 
while Philadelphia didn't.

Garden Notes 


In selecting a' garden book as a 
Christmas gift for some green- 
thumbed friend or relative, it is neces¬ 
sary to make some distinction between 
the how-to-do-it manuals and what 
might be called a gardeners’ bedside 
book — something to be dipped into for 
sheer refreshment and relaxation. 
There are lots of good modem man¬ 
uals around, and I have already writ¬ 
ten about some of these. The bedside 
books are harder to come by, and I 
can’t give very much guidance here, 
for most of mine were picked up in 
second-hand shops, book bins and ba¬ 
zaars, for many of them must long 
since be out of print. 

Of these, I think I have had the 
most enjoyment from a series of slim 
volumes from England containing the 
whimsical verses^of Reginald Aritell. 
There are four books in the series: 
Green Fingers, More Green Fingers, 
Green Fingers Again, and A Green 
Thumb. 

These contain the screwiest, wack¬ 
iest bits of verse that ever tickled a 
gardener’s funnybone — verses such 
as Don’t Laugh at the Lupins — 
They’re Doing Their Best, and a hilari¬ 
ous bit that starts: “I knew a girk who 
was so pure, she couldn’t say the word 
Manure.” 

The price marked on the cover of 
each volume says five shillings. I 
picked up one of them in a book bin at 
Goodwill Enterprises for 75 cents, and 
was .so entranced that 1 had my regu¬ 
lar bookseller send to England for the 


others in the series. The publisher is 
Herbert Jenkins, London. 

Another book by the same author, 
Reginald Arkell, which I have read at 
least four times is Old Herbaceous, a 
most entertaining novel based on the 
life of an old-time professional head 
gardener on a big English country 
estate. It is a delightful thing, and I 
bless the day I ran across it in a flea 
market and bought it for $1.25. 

Works of fiction with a gaMening 
flavor seem to be few and far between, 
but one which I have" cherished for 
many years is Blenheim Orange, by H. 
W. Flyman. This is a grand story, 
and while It is supposed to be pure 
fiction, 1 learned more about how to 
prune black currants and how to har¬ 
vest walnuts from this novel than from 
any garden manual. 

It is a fairly , old book — It was 
published in 1949 and I bought my copy 
in 1953 — and for this reason you may 
have trouble in finding a copy. Keep 
your eyes open while nosing around 
the second-hand bookshops, though, 
for I came across a second copy in 
excellent condition at a church bazaar 
only last year, and bought it immedi¬ 
ately for my married daughter. 

Another far-from-recent novel that 
has given me much pleasure is Corn in 
Egypt by the late Warwick Deeping. 
This one is closer to farming than to 
home gardening, but a deep and abid¬ 
ing love of the land is radiated from 
every page. 


It is the story of a young accountant 
who tires of shuffling papers and jugg¬ 
ling figures in his London offige, and: 
abandons a promising business career 
to buy and rehabilitate a broken-down 
small farm In .Surrey. 

Another of my lucky finds in the 
book bins is a slim volume called The 
Reluctant Gardener by Ethelind 
Fearon, published by Herbert Jenkins. 
London. The author dedicates hep book 
to the plan who is forced by social 
pressures to work in the garden when 
he would much rather be doing some¬ 
thing else. 

It is a must amusing book. In her 
foreword the author says: ".Sooner or 
later most of us have to give in and be 
gardeners. When everyone else is 
growing cabbage for tbeir young (who 
would much rather eat hot dog:^ and 
potato chips), it would look churlislutT) 
stand aside. So you become a gardener 
like the rest, although 1 hope nut quite, 
like all the rest. 

“With a little study of our methods 
of evasion, procrastination, substitu¬ 
tion and elimination, you can lake 
your peace and solace where you find 
it and devil take the hoeing." 

With all Its humor, there is a lot of 
commonsense in the Reluctant Gar¬ 
dener. For instance, it says "Never' 
waste your energy trying to grow -il 
plant. If it wants to die, have the 
decency to let it die, then go out and 
buy yourself some other kind which 
will like you and your soil and live 
happily with you ever after. ”

All of us who have found 
ourselves portrayed as fic¬ 
tional characters in novels, 
plays or movies should be 
gratified by the news that 
the U.S. Supreme Court has 
declined to review a Califor¬ 
nia appellate court’s ruling 
in such a case. 

The California court had 
ordered author Gwen Davis 
Mitchell and her publisher to 
pay $75,000 in damages to 
psychologist Paul Bindrim 
on his complaint that a fic¬ 
tional shrink in her novel 
Touching was recognizably, 
if only partly, himself. The 
author had attended a week¬ 
end "nude marathon” con¬ 
ducted by Dr. Bindrim at 
the curious Sqnpjitpnq 
"human potential'cehTre^p”' 
in Los Angeles’ Toponga 
Canyon, but in fictionalizing 
this experience she had 
named the leader Simon 
Herford and described him 
as a man much older than 
Bindrim, and with different 
features. 

Bindrim argued, however, 
that at least some readers 
would easily identify him as 
Dr. Herford, and that this 
characterization had dis¬ 
paraged him as "crude, ag¬ 
gressive and unprofession¬ 
al.” 

In allowing the California 
ruling to stand, the Supreme 
Court has made sure that 
innocent people like you and 
me and Dr. Bindrim (and 
even people who arc not so 
innocent, like .some of our 
movie stars and politicians), 
are not likely to find our¬ 
selves so casually libeled 
^rom now on in works ol 
fiction. 

1 only wish Bindrim vs. 
Mitchell had come along be¬ 
fore Gone with the Wind was 
published. I imagine Mar¬ 
garet Mitchell would have 
thought twice before she 
portrayed me so outrageous¬ 
ly as Rhett Butler. 

Oh, Butler was bigger and 
stronger than me. I was only 
a sapling when Miss Mit¬ 
chell’s romance was pub-

It has also been damaged 
even further by the movie. 
More people have seen the 
nfovlPflillf have read the 
I baokyMruaginc, and since 
movies are a much more 
graphic form than novels, 
the effect on my reputation 
has been even more severe. I 
don’t look like Gable: he was 
heavier and had those dim¬ 
ples. But we have too many 
traiLs in common to dismiss 
the similarity as coinciden¬ 
tal: the hawk-like courage, 
the rough-hewn tenderness, 
the poise, the gallantry, the 
.solipsism. 

It’s a good wind that blows 
no ill. though, and I wonder if 
the court hasn’t opened up 
a Pandora’s Box. Gone with 
the Wind was just one ex¬ 
ample. Actually, I can hard¬ 
ly go to the movies or pick up 
a book anymore without 
finding myself libeled, and 
the pattern is always the 
same: enough of my own 
character is shown to make 
me unmistakeabiy recogniz¬ 
able, just to get my friends’ 
attention, and then some un¬ 
savory traits are thrown in to 
spoil the picture. 

I recognized myself as 
Sam Spade in The Maltese 
Falcon, for example: smart, 
decent, taciturn. But then 
there’s Spade’s bad taste in 
women and clothes. Not me 
at all. 

I was Philip Marlowe, no 
doubt, in Farewell, My Love¬ 
ly. tough, sensitive, incor¬ 


ruptible. But then there was 
that masochism, that Com- 
atockian morality, that deep 
distrust of women. Yes, I 
think I have a suit against 
Raymond Chandler’s heirs. 

My best case, I think would 
be against The Front Page, 
in which I was thinly dis¬ 
guised as Hildy Johnson. We 
were much the same: inde¬ 
pendent, brash, debonair, 
hard-working. But at the 
same time we were shown as 
vain, duplicitous, and vacil¬ 
lating — traits which are .so 
alien to my own makeup that 
I’m sure no jury would deny 
me damages if they were 
attributed to me in a so- 
called work of fiction. 

Of course, if the new ruling 
had applied in earlier times 
it would have silenced most 
of the good British and 
American novelists of the 
I8th, 19th and 20th centuries 
and would probably have 
discouraged Somerset 
Maugham from becoming a 
writer at all. 

1 have always liked 
Maugham’s work, but ac¬ 
tually I know of at least two 
people who would have been 


ijctter off if Maugham had 
become the doctor he started 
out to be: one was Thomas 
Hardy’s second wife, whom 
Maugham fictionalized rath¬ 
er unfairly in Cakes if>d 
Ale, and the other was iqCL,: 

I was Philip Carey in 
Human Bondage, as all mg 
friends know, the one wJW 
had that destructive rela¬ 
tionship with Bette Davis. 
Mi.ss Davis, of course, was 
thinly disguised as Mildred, 
and if you ask me she has a 
better case than I do. 

One thing the ruling Is 
going to do is prevent writers

Windfall taxes 
on oil approved

next 11 years. 

The measure, approved on 
a 74-to-24 vote after a month 
of debate, now goes to con¬ 
ference with the House of 
Representatives, which 
voted a $277-billion version. 

The tax was proposed by 
President Carter to win ap¬ 
proval for removing U.S. 
government price controls 
from U.S. crude oil. Decon¬ 
trol, in turn, is designed to 
redu.ee reliance on imported 
oil by encouraging greater 
domestic production.

try in the 1980s as a result of 
decontrol and the steady in¬ 
crease in world oil prices. 
The House bill would take 
about 61 per cent for the 
government.

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Carry on, refugee backers told Oak Bay wary 


Refugee aid organizations in the 
Greater Victoria area should press 
on with their sponsorship plans in 
spite of last week’s decision by the 
Conservatives to end the matching 
federal sponsorship program, ac¬ 
cording to co-ordinator Stuart 
Beaveridge. 

BEAVERIDGE SAID about 80 
groups in the region are involved 
in sponsorship. About 35 families 
totalling nearly ISO individuals 
have arrived since the program 
began last summer. 

“It seems that criticism from 
one or two pressure groups forced 
the government to back down,” 
Beaveridge said. 

He said it was important for 
sponsoring groups to realize that 


immigration sponsorship was pro¬ 
vided for by Canadian law, and 
groups which want to sponsor refu¬ 
gees should press on with their 
applications. 

HE POINTED OUT that immi¬ 
gration authorities have sufficient 
powers to restrict refugee immi¬ 
gration by limiting the number of 
seats available on airlines and 
slowing down their input from the 
refugee camps. 

Beaveridge, who was attending 
a national conference in Ottawa 
when the axe fell, said every orga¬ 
nization present wanted to see the 
government deliver on its promise 
to settle one refugee family for 
every one settled by sponsoring 
organizations. 


“They were supposed to get the 
easily-assimilated ones, while we 
took the ones not so readily set¬ 
tled,” he said. "Now it appears 
those without resources may be 
left behind.” 

Beaveridge also said a lack of 
communication between federal 
and local health authorities was 
leading to double testing of many 
refugees for such things as tuber¬ 
culosis, venereal disease; intesti¬ 
nal parasites, hepatitis and other 
communicable diseases. 

Special' voluntary clinics have 
been set up by the regional board 
of health this week for recently- 
arrived refugees. 

“The federal Immigration au¬ 
thorities should be supplying Indi¬ 
vidual refugees with certificates 


before they leave the camps but 
this is not happening,” he said. 

HE NOTED THAT inactive car¬ 
riers of active diseases are re¬ 
quired to undergo medical surveil¬ 
lance as a condition of entry to 
Canada and that in such cases the 
regional health authority—which 
is routinely notified in each in¬ 
stance—is responsible tor follow¬ 
up monitoring of the refugee's 
health. 

Beaveridge added that^oral polio 
vaccine is routinely given to chil¬ 
dren under 10 years on their arriv¬ 
al in Canada, and this might affect 
the result of tuberculosis tests ^r 
a period of four to six weeks after¬ 
ward.

Advisors divided 
on hospital issue 


Sending a controversial 
resolution to its advisory 
committees has backfired 
again for the Capital Region 
Ifospital and health planning 
ommission. 

The two committees have 
spiit on the resolution, one 
voting for it and another 
against it, leaving the com¬ 
mission little further ahead 
in coming to a decision on the 
matter, which is of pressing 
concern since it involves the 
design of a building almost 
ready to begin construction. 

The resolution in question 
came to the commission 
from Royal Jubilee Hospital, 
and asks that both the Jubi¬ 
lee and the new Victoria 
General retain primary care 
services, including obstet¬ 
rics and pediatrics. 

One committee voted 6-5 in 
favor of the resolution, and 
the other voted 6-3 against 
it. 

Current pians call for the 
new Victoria General, about 
to begin construction on 
Hclmckcn Road in View 
Royal, to be the regional 
centre for obstetrics and pe¬ 


diatrics, but the Royal Jubi¬ 
lee medical staff, in a recent 
report to the Jubilee hospital 
board, said regionalizing 
these services, essential to 
the practice of any general 
practitioner, would cut Into 
the ranks of general practi¬ 
tioners at the Jubilee, kill the 
hospital’s intern program, 
and deprive the community 
around the Jubilee of some 
important medical ser¬ 
vices. 


The split between the re¬ 
sources development and 
health services advisory 
committees recalls earlier 
decisions of the advisory 
committees, which by a one- 
vote margin in a joint meet¬ 
ing two years ago voted 
against combining obstet¬ 
rics and pediatrics at one 
hospital. The commission 
made its own decision, vot¬ 
ing to combine them at Vic¬ 
toria General. 


This September, the advi¬ 
sory committees,' again 
meeting jointly, were faced 
with competing recommen¬ 
dations, one not to amalga¬ 
mate pediatric and obstetric 


services, and the other to do 
so. They solved that problem 
by passing them both, by a 
vote of 10-9 in each case. 

The commission will not 
be meeting this month, but 
the committees’ decisions on 
the latest resolution will be 
on the table in January, re¬ 
gional hospital planner Mur¬ 
ray Halkett said Monday. He 
said he would also be 'sub^ 
mitting a report on the ques¬ 
tion. 

He defended the advisory 
committees’ record, sug¬ 
gesting that the vote on the 
resolution reflects long¬ 
standing “feelings” in the 
community. In spite of their 
inability to reach a consen¬ 
sus on some major issues, 
the committees had shown 
their ability to agree on 
others, such as the location 
of a new computerized axial 
tomographic scanner and 
coronary angiography ser¬ 
vices at Royal Jubilee. 

Many communities have 
been seriously split over the 
location of these services, 
Halkett said. 

“I think the people on the 
committees are all trying to 
do their best.”

Court plugs loopholes 
in Highlands zoning 


All loopholes in Highlands 
land zoning were closed Fri- 
day when Mr. Justice 
Thomas Berger agreed to 
amend an earlier order he 
had made. 

Berger had ruled that 
freezes on subdivisions in 
the western areas of the 
Capital Region District were 
discriminatory, and there- 
fo^ illegal. 

That ruling led to a spate 
of subdivision applications 
^om Langford, Colwood and 
Highlands residents who in¬ 


terpreted his ruling as a 
carte blanche order allowing 
subdivision of all land pre¬ 
viously in either 45-acre or 
10 -acre minimum lot size 
a'reas. 

Sitting in Vancouver Fri¬ 
day, Berger was asked to 
clarify the intention of his 
ruling. 

The Capital Region 
claimed the only matter that 
had been before Berger was 
the 45-acre freeze in various 
parts of the Highlands. 


Berger agreed to amend 
the wording of his order to 
clarify the intention. 

The effect will be that all 
land in the Highlands, with 
the exception of Willis Point 
and parts of the eastern 
Highlands will now have a 
10 -acre minimum lot size. 

Regional planners, mean¬ 
while, are working on sec¬ 
ondary plans that will allow 
some smaller lot sizes in the 
Fork Lake and East Munns 
Road area*.

Ronald George Wyatt, 42, 
was found not guilty in Vic¬ 
toria Monday night of sec¬ 
ond-degree murder of 
Charles Devine, 46, last 
March 19 in Esquimau. 

The verdict of the B.C. 
Supreme Court jury was 
reached after five hours of 
deliberation in the case 
which ran five court days. 

The prosecution, through 
its principal witness, Doug¬ 
las Wootton, alleged that 
Wyatt kicked and judo- 
chopped Devine at the con¬ 
cluding stages of a long 
drinking party in Wyatt’s 
Esquimau apartm^. But 
Wyatt, who teetifl^on his 
own behalf, denied kicking to 
death his drinking compan¬ 
ion and friend, Devine.

Good news for both the 
infirm elderly and those 
awaiting surgery at Victoria 
hospitals q,ame from Oak 
Bay council Monday night. 

Aldermen gave speedy 
final approval to a bylaw 
authorizing the former Oak 
Bay Manor to double the 
number of intermediate care 
beds it operates from 150 to 
300. 

The same bylaw also au¬ 
thorizes a specialized adult 
day-care centre to look after 
up to 25 patients in the for¬ 
mer manor. It will provide 
crafts and other activities to 
elderly people who live at' 
home or with relatives. 

The facility was renamed 
the Oak Bay Lodge after 
being purchased for $7.9 mil¬ 
lion from N.B. Cook Corp. in 
September by the Glendale 
Lodge Society, a provincial- 
ly-run non-profit corpora¬ 
tion. 

John Newman, a member 
of the Glendale board of 
directors, told council he ex¬ 
pected a $l-million interior 
renovation project to begin 
early in the new year. 

People who live near the 
lodge attended a public 
hearing prior to passage of 
the bylaw but none directly 
protested the doubling of ca¬ 
pacity. 

Newman told one ques¬ 
tioner there was no intention 
of changing the retirement 
home area of the lodge to 
intermediate-care use. 


However, some residents 
raised concerns about in¬ 
creased noise, the use by 
nearby high school students 
of the lodge property as a 
thoroughfare, and the need 
for sidewalks in the area and 
an upgraded pedestrian 
crossing. 

These concerns were re¬ 
ferred to council’s streets 
and traffic committee for 
resolution.

“express the extreme con¬ 
sternation on the part of the 
board for the lack of consul- 
tion. There has been very 
little information shared 
with us,” she said Monday. 

Schools superintendent 
Allan Stahles said communi¬ 
cation between the district 
and the municipality was so 
poor that “we’re at the state 
where we find out after the 
fact that 50 feet of the Mc¬ 


Kenzie Elementary property 
is being marked off for ex¬ 
propriation.” 

“We don’t have informa¬ 
tion about the project. Even 
our planner can't get infor¬ 
mation about it.” 

The school board property 
In question would complete 
the link between Margaret 
Street and McKenzie Avenue 
by extending Malibu Place 
through the school play¬ 
ground. 

The pre.sent school site of 
5.73 acres is already smaller 
than the education ministry 
standard of seven acres for a 
school of McKenzie’s 413- 
pupil enrolment, and the ex¬ 
propriation would reduce the 
site to less than 514 acres, the 
school board was told. 


The board is also con¬ 
cerned about safety, since 
the school would abut the 
four-lane extension. More 
than 200 elementary and 100 
junior high pupils cross Mc¬ 
Kenzie every day, some as 
frequently as four times, 
school principal Peter Boldt 
said. 

Saanich is considering an 
overpass or an underpass to 
accommodate the students, 
but the school strongly sup¬ 
ports an overpass because of 
discipline and delinquency 
problems created by under¬ 
passes. Furthermore, the 
overpass should be complet¬ 
ed as soon as possible so that 
children can cross the high¬ 
way while it is still under 
construction, Boldt said. 


Saanich to tap reservoir surpius 


Saanich will spend about 
$125,000 to alleviate water 
shortages in Gordon Head, 
Ten Mile Point and Cad- 
boro Bay. 

The money will be spent on 
a pump and a short pipeline, 
connecting two reservoirs on 
Mount Tolmie. 

The project W 4 | approved 


Monday by the Greater Vic¬ 
toria Water Board. 

The Saanich reservoir 
alone can’t provide enough 
water for a number of areas, 
and the result is low 
pressure. By tapping the 
Greater Victoria Water Dis¬ 
trict reservoir, which has 
some water to spare, Saan¬ 


ich will he able to solve the 
problem. 

But the arrangement will 
only be temporary. When 
Saanich connects to the ex¬ 
isting 48-inch pipeline from 
Portage Inlet to Elk Lake, all 
of the municipality’s areas 
can be adequately served, 
but that won’t be for several 
years. 


In other business, the 
water board elected Oak; Bay 
Mayor Douglas Watts chair¬ 
man, and Ronald Upward, 
water commissioner, agreed 
to serve six months beyond 
his retirement date. He had 
been due to retire Nov. 30,

^ Israel tames abortion law 


JERUSALEM (AP) — Prime Minis¬ 
ter Menachem Begin's government 
won a crueial vote on an abortion 
measure Monday, preventing a walk¬ 
out by a religious group that would 
have wrecked Israel’s governing coali¬ 
tion. 

The vole was swn by observers as a 
test of Begin’s powers of survival be- 
eause coalition dissenters passed up 
an opportunity to deliver a crippling 
blow to the government. 

By a 58-to-.S3 vote, the Knesset re¬ 
pealed a clause in the law allowing 
legal abortions in social hardship 


cases. Nine Knesset members were 
ab.sent or abstained. 

The ultra-orthodox Agudat Israel 
party withdrew its threat to leave the 
coalition following the vote. The de¬ 
parture uf the four-man party would 
have left the coalition with a thread¬ 
bare fit-to-.W seat majority. 

The same bill was defeated a month 
ago, leading to the crisis that Threa¬ 
tened to bring down the government. 
Coalition members agit'ed the two- 
seat majority could not last more than 
a few weeks. 


The earlier attempt failed with the 
help of nine coalition defectors, among 
them several who clearly were un¬ 
happy with Begin’s policies on finance 
and on building Jewish settlements in 
the occupied West Bank of Jordan. 


To prevent an immediate walkout by 
the four Agudat rabbis. Begin invoked 
a law allowing him to eject minis¬ 
ters from the cabinet whose sup¬ 
porters voted against the government 
bill. In effect, he turned the abortion 
issue into a vote of confidence.

There were scheduled steamer services be¬ 
tween Puget .Sound, Port Angeles and Victoria, 
with stops at Port Townsend, located at the en¬ 
trance to Puget Sound. A railroad company, the 
Port Townsend Southern, had been formed and 
buildings were going up at a frenetic pace, so 
prospects looked very rosy indeed for the port 
town. 

Then the bubble burst. The railroad plans fiz¬ 
zled. One of the steamers, the Idaho, hit rocks en 
route to Port Angeles and sank. People began 
moving to greener pastures on the other side of 
Puget .Sound and Potl^Towtutend suffered a se¬ 
vere depression. 

By the turn of the century the heady dreams 
and initial promise of the early 1890s were just 
memories. It was readily apparent the small town 
foundiKi in the spring of 1851—six months before 
Seattle—would never become a major business 
centre. 

If it couldn’t compete with Seattle-Tacoma as 
a metropolitan centre or with Olympia as the 
choice for .state capital. Port Townsend did ulti¬ 
mately endure as a charming little museum 
showpiece of people’s hopes and aspirations dur¬ 
ing late 19th century expansion. 

The town’s origins and formative years are 
fully explored in a new illustrated soft-cover book 
published by Quimper Press of Port Townsend. 
Co-authored by Peter Simpson and James Her- 
manson. Port Townsend: Years That Are Gone is 
a well-researched, informative local history. 

The 192-page book has three major sections of 
text outlining the town’s history from its founding 
to the end of the dreams of glory around 1900. 

Part One of the text is particularly moving, 
detailing the condescending attitudes of some 
settlers toward Indians and the negative impact

Electronic 
monitoring 
not so bad 


LONDON Ont. (CP) — 
Ovcr-reaclipn to contro¬ 
versy surrounding the use of 
electronic monitoring of un¬ 
born babies for danger signs 
could seriously jeopardize 
both the technique and those 
it might help, a London spe¬ 
cialist said. 

The technique involves 
using special equipment to 
monitor the status of the 
fetus in the womb of women 
with possible placenta prob¬ 
lems, high blood pressure, 
diabetes or who have shown 
signs of a slow growth rate of 
their unborn babies. 

Dr. Ken Milne, pointing to 
disputes which have arisen 
over the procedure and its 
interpretation, said the 
problem would never have 
uccured if guidelines set up 
15 years ago for its use had 
been closely followed. Con¬ 
trolled studies of its use also 
would have helped prevent 
present-day concerns, he 
said. 

Milne, an associate pru- 
fe,ssor of obstetrics and gyn¬ 
aecology at the University of 
Western Ontario, said some 
medical groups are suggest¬ 
ing the incidence of cae¬ 
sarian section births—deli¬ 
veries by surgery—have 
doubled where eicctric fetal 
monitors arc used. 

"We shouldn't be trying to 
judge the accuracy of tlje 
tool by indicatitiKii^i^ery 
baby delivered from a moni¬ 
tor is a severely compro¬ 
mised asphyxiated baby,” 
Milne said in an interview 
after an address to a medical 
meeting.

Piersantl and four others 


were tried before a jury last 
April, and he had charges of 
importing mariJuaDa and 
possession of marijuana for 
the purpose of trafficking re¬ 
moved from the jury by 
Judge Peter Millward for 
tcchnicai reasons. He was 
acquitted by the jury of con¬ 
spiracy to import mari¬ 
juana. 

However, right after the 
trial, he was re-charged with 
the two counts quashed on 
technical grounds and a 
third allegation was added— 


conspiracy to traffic in 
marijuana. 

When Piersantl appeared 
before Judge E.J.C. Stewart 
Monday, only one charge 
was read against him—pos¬ 
session of marijuana for the 
purpose of trafficking.

Two men 
who plead^ guilty before 
that trial were sentenced to 
10 years and eight others are 
awaiting a non-jury trial exv 
pect/d to be held in late 
spring after defence and 
prosecution appeals from 
the jury trial are dealt with 
hy the B.C. Court of Ap¬ 
peal.

Deputy fire chief F’red Severson of Victoria said Mon¬ 
day the trailer truck fire behind Zellers was definitely 
arson, and that the one at the main branch of the Royal 
Bank at 1108 Government bad been “started by per¬ 
sons unknown.” 

The Hillside fire, early Saturday, was the second of 
its kind in two weeks. A Simpsons-Sears truck parked at the 
rear of the department store Dec. 9 was also burned. 

In the latest incident, about $15,000 damage was done to 
the truck trailer and another $10,000 to the building when 
combustible material left In a waste receptacle was placed in 
the unlocked truck and set on fire. 

The bank fire, shortly before 8 p.m. Saturday, was 
also believed to have start^ in a steel garbage receptacle 
at the rear of the bank building. 

Flames reached from a carport , to overhead styro- 
''foam insulation, causing plastic material to catch fire. 
Flames seared the bank's outer wall, and the heat broke 
windows on two upper floors. 

Damage estimates ranged from $75,000 to $100,000, de¬ 
pending on bow much damage had been done to two 
computers valued at $18,000 each. 

Manager John MacIntyre said no banking records were 
lost and that safety deposit boxes were left intact. 

The bank should be operating normally when business 
resumes today after the normal Monday closure.

FEDERAL CAMPAIGN 


Levesque’s worry: Will Trudeau be PM again? 


QUEBEC (CP) — The 
February federal elec¬ 
tion has raised a spectre 
to haunt Premier Rene 
I evesque — the pdt^lble 
return of Pierre Trudeau 
as prime minister in the 
midst of the Parti Quebe- 
cois independence refer¬ 
endum. 


It no doubt took a while for 
the impact to sink in, since 
I he premier was preoccu¬ 
pied last week with the Su¬ 
preme Court of Canada, 
which overturned portions of 
()uebec's Charter of the 
French Language. But the 
surprise defeat of the Con¬ 
servative government In Ot¬ 
tawa — the same day as the 
Supreme Court ruling—cer¬ 
tainly must be weighing on 
Levesque now. 

HE AND Trudeau have 
been political enemies for 
>ears, symbolizing the 
choice facing Quebec: to set 
out on its own as a unilingual, 
indepemdent French state, or 
to remain part of a larger, 
bilingual Canada. 

The results of last May's 
federal election suited the 
Quebec premier. Not only 
was Trudeau beaten, but t^ 
Conservatives under Joe 
Clark accomplished the task 
by sweeping English Canada 
and electing only two mem¬ 


bers to the Commons from 
Quebec. 

According to Levesque, 
the results showed that Que¬ 
becers and the rest of Cana¬ 
dians are essentially two dif- 
ferent peoples with 
completely opposed inter¬ 
ests. 

LEVESQUE also inter¬ 
preted the defeat of Trudeau 
as the end of “French 
power” in Ottawa, taking it 
as evidence that English 
Canada has had enoui^ of 
French Canadians. What the 
premier would say If Tru¬ 
deau gut back into power is 
anybody's guess. 

Ironicaily, the election of 
the Clark government in 
May brought a temporary 
truce in relations between 
the federal government and 
Quebec. 

Under Trudeau, Quebec 
ministers like Jean Chre¬ 
tien, Andre Ouellet and Marc 
Lalonde never shied away 
from confrontation with the 
PQ. But the Clark cabinet 
systematically refused to 
get involved in debates over 
conflicting federal and pro¬ 
vincial policies.

WITH ONLY four Que¬ 
becers holding cabinet posts 
— Supply Minister Roch La- 
Salle, Science Minister 
Heward Grafftey, Senator 
Jacques Flynn, minister of 
justice, and Senator Martial 
Asselin, minister of interna¬ 
tional development — the 
Clark government figured 
its best way to deal with 
Quebec was to be as easy¬ 
going as possible. 

Even when Premier Le¬ 
vesque went out of his way to 
attack Clark for so-called 
delays in federal investment 
plans in Quebec two weeks 
ago, Clark rcfu.s(-d to fight 
back. 

But most important of all. 


the Conservative prime min¬ 
ister swore not to get person¬ 
ally involved in the spring 
referendum on indepen¬ 
dence, saying this was a 
matter for Quebecers to set¬ 
tle. 


IF TRUDEAU’S Liberals 
win the February federal 
election, it will be because 
they have boosted their sup¬ 
port in the rest of the countrj' 
— especially in Ontario. 

Since It's highly unlikely 
Quebecers will change their 
habit of voting Liberal at the 
federal level, this would 
mean that once again 
French-speaking Quebecers 
are voting the same way as a 


largesection of English Can¬ 
ada. 

And furthermore, it would 
mean a strong Quebec pres¬ 
ence in Ottawa once again, 
and a federal cabinet anx¬ 
ious to get involved in the 
referendum battle. 

EVEN IN announcing his 
planned resignation from 
the leadership of the federal 
Liberals last month, Tru¬ 
deau indicated he would con¬ 
tinue to take an active role in 
the referendum campaign. 

If re-elected, he could be 
expected to further empha¬ 
size that commitment, al¬ 
though it could create con¬ 
flicts with Quebec Liberal 
Leader Claude Ryan, who is 


jealous of his power as head 
of the federalist forces in the 
referendum. 


Ryan is more of a Quebec 
nationalist than Trudeau, 
and this nationalism will 
probably be reflected in the 
Quebec Liberal party's con¬ 
stitutional position on “re¬ 
newed federalism," expect¬ 
ed to be made public in 
January, 


THE FEDERAL election 
creates a more difficult 
problem for Levesque. The 
premier always has banked 
on extensive media coverage 
of his government's every 
action. 

The text of the question in 
the spring referendum Is to 


be made public this week, 
but it will be debated in de¬ 
tail when the assembly re¬ 
sumes sitting after the 
Christmas break — likely in 
mid-February, just when the 
federal vote will take place 
and all eyes will be on Ot¬ 
tawa.

at least a couple of days. 
Port Moody Mayor Ian 
Young said Monday. 

Young and Coquitlam 
Mayor Jim Tonn have also 


sent a telegram to Provin¬ 
cial Secretary Evan Wolfe, 
requesting immediate assis¬ 
tance and asking that the 
homeless residents be com¬ 


pensated fully. 

The families were forced 
to abandon their homes Fri¬ 
day when heavy rain broke 
away huge mud banks that 
pushed one house off its 
foundation, damaged .sev¬ 
eral others and buried sev¬ 
eral cars. 

“The situation is a little 
dicey, but we don't expect 
more sliding," Young .said. 

The mayor said the earth 
and silt loosed by the heavy 
rains clogged dozens of 
storm sewer drains flooding 
the city’s downtown area. He 
said highways crews were 
working to re-open the main 
highway through the munici¬ 
pality, located about 35 kilo¬ 
meters east of Vancouver. 

Workers from the Provin¬ 
cial Emergency Measures 
Program arrived Monday to 
help in the cleanup opera¬ 
tions following a weekend 
tour of the scene by both 
Wolfe and Deputy Premier 
Grace McCarthy. 

The Port Moody high 
school, which sits at the bot¬ 


tom of a bill, was closed 
Monday as a precautionary 
measure. 

RCMP also have closed 
Clark Kua'd, which leads into 
Port Moody, as well as St. 
John's Street, the city’s 
main street. Police report a 
heavy flow of water down 
Clark Road, bringing a large 
amount of debris with it, 
including boulders. 

Many of the affected resi¬ 
dents were still trying to de¬ 
termine if the damage would 
be covered by their insur¬ 
ance, or if it would be termed 
“an act of God" because of 
the incessant rainfall. 

"We have a pledge from 
(Grace McCarthy) that the 
government will be assist¬ 
ing," Young said. “But the 
nature of the assistance has 
not been defined yet. 

Other residents in Port 
Moody have begun pro¬ 
grams to assist the dislocat¬ 
ed families. Also at least 
three community groups 
have started fund-raising 
activities called the Port 


Moody Slide Fund, with pro¬ 
ceeds going to the victims. 

Meanwhile, commuters 
from Vancouver and many 
outlying municipalities had 


a difficult time getting past 
the flooded streets and 
throughfares to go to work. 
Environment Canada offi¬ 
cials issued an unusual 


"heavy rain warning" and 
predicted 50 millimeters— 
about two inches—would fall 
on the Lower Mainland Mon¬ 
day.

TORONTO (CP) — Fu¬ 
neral services were held 
Monday for Kathleen 
Stokes, known as the 
Sweetheart of The The¬ 
atre Organ and for 22 
years a regular on The 
Happy Gang, the most 
successful radio program 
in Canadian history, 

Mrs, Stokes, 86. died Fri¬ 
day from complicatioas fol¬ 
lowing an operation on a 
fractured hip, 

Kay Stokes was bom in 
Cambridge, Ont.,—then 
Galt—and began taking 
organ le.ssons at seven. She 
later performed in every 
major vaudeville and silent 
movie house in Toronto and 
was a member of the Toron¬ 
to Theatre Organ Society’s 
Hall of Fame. 

But it was with The Happy 
Gang that she made her 
mark. 

Cliff McKay, Joe NiosI, 
Bobby Gimby, Jimmy Na- 
maro, Bert Pearl, George 
Temple, Hugh Bartlett, Lou 
Snider, Blain Mathe, Eddie 
Allen and Kay Stokes—they 
were The Happy Gang. 

The tradition of spontane¬ 
ous, usually unrehearsed, 
off-the-wall humor was bom 
with the first show June 17, 
1937, when Pearl, Mathe. 
Robert Farnon and Kay 
.Stokes got together for a 25- 
minute daily radio program 
that the CBC wanted filled 
with music and variety. 

“The mail started to pour 
in,”-Pearl recalled. “In 10 
days we knew we had some- 
’ thing, 'but we didn’t know 
what it was.” . , 

Famon later left the show 
to join the army but the 
others stuck with it and the 
cast was left pretty much 
intact for the duration of the 
program’s long run. 

Joe Niosi's brother, Bert, 
was with the show for the 
last 7>/J years. He recalled 
how all the musicians. Kay 
.Stokes included, had to be 
quick on their feet to stay 
musically alive on the pro¬ 
gram. ' 

“All you had to do in ar¬ 
ranging then was to write an 
Introduetion and an ending," 
Bert said. "In the middle 
part it was every man for 
himself.” 

The s cene for the frantic 
■mfslrwas set at the start of 
pe^h radio show1tflHit^<>x- 
change that went like this: 

“Knock-knock.” 

“Who’s there?” 

“It’s The Happy Gang!” 

“Well, c’mon in!” 

The show quickly became

the top-rated radio show in 
Canada as huge numbers of 
Canadians tuned in. 

But even with Its success, 
the studio conditions in 
which Kay Stokes performed 
in those days were, to say the 
least, primitive. 

During the- early days of 
the show, production was 
done at a Toronto factory 
and Kay was forced to play 
softly because when she 
opened up the organ to let 


more music out, listeners 
would also hear factory 
noises. 

With background noise 
and aH its other problems 
either overcome or over¬ 
looked, the show went on 
until its last production on 
June 5, 1959. 

In the tradition of radio 
and television, it was taken 
off the air for the summer to 
give Kay Stokes and her col¬ 
leagues a rest. In its place. 


the CBC announced that a 
youthful singer named 
Tommy Hunter would stand 
in as a summer replace¬ 
ment. 

The rest is history—Hunt¬ 
er stayed and The Happy 
Gang died. 


However, the gangb3^|| i 
flourished because it ha’d' a ! 
loyal audience and in, Au- ' 
gust, 1975, many of thdsc 
former listeners gatherotf at 
the CNE in Toronto for 7be 
Happy Gang’s first reunion.

Next month’s hearing for 
Nichopoulos is a civil pro¬ 
ceeding to determine if his 
license to practise medicine 
in Tennessee should be sus¬ 
pended or revoked. He also is 
the subject of a criminal in¬ 
vestigation into drug-ped¬ 
dling charges in Memphis. 

Drugs allegedly pre¬ 
scribed for Presley included 
the depressants Quaalude, 
Lcritine, Parest, Amytal, 
Tuinal, and Percodan; a 
tranquilizer. Valium; the 
stimulants Dexedrine, Bi- 
phetamine, Carbrital, and 
lonamine; the pain-killers 
Dialudid and Demerol; the 
combination upper-downer 
Dexayml; Lomotil, a syn¬ 
thetic classified as a nar¬ 
cotic and used to combat 
diarrhea; and Hycomlne 
Compound tablets, a syn¬ 
thetic narcotic-type drug 
used as a cough suppress¬ 
ant. 

The complaint alleged that 
drugs were also prescribed 
for Presley in liquid form, 
including injections.

Montreal gets 
transit present 

MONTREAL (CP) — The Quebec govcrnmenl came up 
Monday with a billion-dollar Christmas present for the 
Montreal region; a long-awaited comprehensive transit 
pian. 

The $989-million, five-year plan calls for extension of the 
subway system, integration of suburban commuter trains 
with the city transit system, a new intermediate system of 
electric trains using existing railway lines, and some high¬ 
way work. 

The money, to come entirely from the provincial trea¬ 
sury, includes il75 million for completion and extension of 
two subway lines now under construction and $355 million for 
track work, electrification, stations, rolling stock and other 
needs for the new regionai transit system. 

It also comprises $41 million for improvements to two 
commuter train line.s, $114 million in highway work, includ¬ 
ing an arterial road across the southeastern portion of 
Montreal replacing an expressw ay extension that had been 
planned before, and $4 million in miscellaneous work .such as 
marking reserved bus lanes on highways and bridges. 

The pian has been awaited for years and became more 
crucial with announcements from Canadian National Rail¬ 
ways and Canadian Pacific that they would drop their 
Montreal-area commuter services unless public authorities 
agreed to pick up the deficits. .

The federal government, after many years of promises 
but no decisions, still hasn't made any definite commitments 
to Montreal-area transit. Ottawa has argued that regionai 
transit is a provincial responsibility, and Quebec decided it 
couldn’t wait any lunger, dc Beileval said.

Gas taxes: 
Tough luck 
or charity

Victoria area service station operators are deter¬ 
mined not to be caught by wily motorists claiming a 
refund of the ill-fated federal gasoline tax “up and 
down the street.” 

Most service stations, regardless of oil brand, have 
adopted a “wait and see” approach to the refund made 
necessary when the 18-cent-a-gallun budget impost fell 
fiat with the defeat of the Conservative government 
Dec. ,13. 

AND MOST ARE TELLING any non-regular customers 
who claim they bought gas for cash at the higher price 
“tough Tuck.” 

“If someone says they bought gas but can’t prove it 
then they are in bad straits as far as getting their money 
back,” said the manager of the McKenzie Esso .Service 
Station. Hugh Burkman, in a remark typiral of many by 
service station operators in a Colonist phone survey. 

“There are certain people who would gladly lake ad 
vantage of this tax refund situation and go from place 
to place.” he .said. 

BUT THE OPERATORS won’t be gelling rich from the 
tax windfall. Nor will the gas companies. 

Shell. Imperial Oil (E.sso) and Chevron,came up with 
plans Monday to return the Cash to motorists or to char 
ity, and other companies are expected to follow suit. 

• Ease will stage a two-day sale of gas Friday and .Satur 
day and slash prices by 18 cents a gallon at all .service 
stations where it controls the price. 

IMPERIAL SAID IT WOULD reimburse Iho.se dealers 
who have already paid the higher tax un gas sales. Fur cus 
tomers, the company said, “the sales price .per gallon 
will reflect exactly the amount of tax increases." 

No estimate of how much this would cost ImpcTial as 
motorists scramble tor the cheap gas was given, but a 
company spokesman said “we -l(H)ked at a number (d 
ways to be fair and we feel this is it." 

.Shell said it would donate the surplus non-refunded tax 
to children’s hospitals as part of the Year of the Child. 

AND CHEVRON .SAID from Vancouver it would donate 
its tax surplus to the Jack Wasserntan Tiny Tim fund, 
and hoped to present an initial cheque this week. 

Chevron dealers will be encouraged to make dona 
lions to charity of any excess tax which they have collect 
cd on cash sales during the two-and-a-half da.vs thal 
gasoline was roughly four cents a litre dearer. 

Dealers are expected to hear from their oil cdhi 
panies today or Wednesday.

Mr. Justice Allan Hollingworth of the 
Ontario .Supreme Court at one point told 
a bewildered jury (hat the case began to 
remind him of Agatha Christie’s murder 
mystery Ten Little Indians in whieh the 
protagonists vanish dne by one. 

The jury Uwk less than an hour Monday 
to return verdicts of guilty against broth¬ 
ers Midjel Elias Saikaly, 47. an Ottawa 
restaurant owner, and Nicolas Saikaly, 35, 
a dishwasher whom Hollingworth de¬ 
scribed as “a pathetic figure, somewhat 
like a faithful dog to Michel.” 


Neither of the two men, who have been 
out on bail with the other five accused 
since the trial began .Sept. 4, have been 
seen since mid-October, Hollingworth was 
formally advised of their disappearance a 
month later. 

The accused — six men and a woman — 
first weut-on trial in Ottawa charged With 
conspiring to import 4,500 pounds of hiyh- 
ish valued at between $4 million and to 
million wholesale and several times that 
amount on the street. i, 

The trial moved to Toronto on Sept. 19. 

On trial when the court convened in 
Toronto, besides Michel and Nicolas Sai- 
kqly, wore Michel’s wife, Dorothy Saikaly, 
to, his brother, Hafis Saikaly, 30. Michael 
Victor Thornton, 28, Souhiel Saikaly, 38.

OTTAWA (CP) — The 
chief of the Commons print¬ 
ing shop has only one piece of 
advice for his 121 employees 
these days: “Bring your run¬ 
ning shoes." 

That is because those em¬ 
ployees will be scrambling 
around the clock until II:S9 
p.m. Christmas Eve to fill 
the orders of MPs taking 
advantage of the last few 
days of free printing and 
mailing rights before the 
Eeb.,18 general election. 

The rights expire 10 days 
after the election is called, in 
this case Dec. 14. 

Combined with a monthly 
wage, limited travel passes 
and other parliamentary 
benefits, they provide MPs 
seeking re-election with a 
legal edge over their rivals 
during the next couple of 
months. 

MPs can keep their gov¬ 
ernment-paid offices on 


Parliament Hill and in their 
constituencies. Their secre¬ 
taries and aides also stay on 
the government payroll, al¬ 
though they are under offi¬ 
cial orders to confine cam¬ 
paign activities to their 
spare time. 

And the MPs stay on the 
government payroll. They 
earn $41,300 a year, includ¬ 
ing a salary and a tax-free 
allowance, which means 
they will collecr$6,883 in the 
next two months even if they 
are defeated at the polls. 

Benefits such as long-dis¬ 
tance telephone services, 
printing and mailing rights, 
free air and rail travel are 
limited during an election 
campaign as a compromise 
between the MP as a candi¬ 
date and the MP as a public 
official. 

The system is designed to 
ensure MPs can fulfill their 
obligations to constituents

OPEC states 
at odds 
over prices 


CARACAS (AP)— A 
major spill developed 
among the 13 OPEC mem¬ 
bers Monday as the oil cartel 
opened Us twice yearly 
meeting on prices in this 
South American capital. 

Moderates met for two 
hours Monday night in an 
unsuccessful attempt to set¬ 
tle their differences with the 
militants. "Things are get¬ 
ting worse, not better," Ven¬ 
ezuelan Energy Minister 
Humberto Calderon Berti 
said after the meeting. 

The delegates ended the 
first day of talks after listen¬ 
ing to a report by the eco¬ 
nomic commission and ad¬ 
journed the conference until 
this morning. 

Saudi Arabia, which pro¬ 
duces nearly one third of 
OJ’EC’s oil, refused to boost 
prices above the $24 C.S. a 
Iwrrel level it set last week 
when it increased prices 33 
per cent from $18. 

Several other OPEC mod¬ 
erates followed the Saudi 
lead in a pre-conference bid 
to head off even larger in¬ 


creases. The .Saudi-led bloc 
includes Venezuela, the 
United Arab Emirates and 
Qatar. Together they pro¬ 
duce about half of OPEC's 
daily output' of 30 million 
barrels. 

Venezuela exports oil to 
Eastern Canada. However, 
the price increase will not hit 
Canadians immediately be¬ 
cause the federal govern¬ 
ment subsidizes imported 
oil. 

Libya and other pricing 
hawks have raised prices to 
as much as $30 a barrel and 
breached the $23.S0-a-barrel 
ceiling set at the June meet¬ 
ing of the cartel several 
months ago. 

Saudi Oil Minister Ahmed 
Zaki Yamani said Monday 
there "will be no increase 
over the $24 level” for the 
first three months of 1980 
and perhaps “more than 
that.” He also said Saudi

It's not overly dramatic to state that for the 
hard pressed, receiving a 500 Fund cheque has 
sometimes meant withdrawal from the brink of 
suicide. ^ 

To a person temporarily deranged by worry, a 
cheque means someone knows and cares. Those 
few dollars can revive the spirit to go on. 

Last Christmas was just such a one for Joan 
and her young son. 

Widowed two years earlier, she was taking a 
course to enable her to become self-supporting. For 
13 months she had struggled with her studies 
while being inadequately clothed, poorly fed, and 
often downright hungry. 

Her son, cared for during the day by another 
welfare recipient, was looking forward to Christ¬ 
mas with all the anticipation of any six-year-old, 
and told her what he wanted for Christmas. 

.She tried to tell him that she couldn't afford 
even the modest treat he wanted, but he told her 
confidently that she shouldn't worry, Santa Claus 
would bring the present—and a tree as well. 

She was heartbroken by his simple trust, and 
ready to commit suicide rather than go on any 
longer, when the cheque arrived and gave her some 
hope. 

This year, her course completed, she is working 
for an adequate Income, and Is giving to the fund 
instead of getting.

LONDON (CP) — The Patriotic Front guerrilla alli¬ 
ance agreed Monday to a ceasefire and political set¬ 
tlement aimed at bringing peace and internationally- 
recognized independence to Zimbabwe Rhodesia.

He raced across the dry 
lake bed in his 60,000-horse- 
power rocket vehicle at a 
speed of 1,183 kilometres an 
hour on Monday, based on 
radar data provided by the 
U.S. Air Force.

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Baffling Duke Point saga keeps unfolding

NANAIMO — Developments on the Duke Point front 
have served mainly to further confuse the status of the 
multl-mtilion-dollar port-industrial development. 

The Nanaimo Harbor Commission has delivered a letter 
to city council that partially met one condition the council 
had put on servicing to DukeVoint. 

But, whether the letter the commission gave to council 
will satisfy the majority of aldermen is another matter. 

At the same time, harbor commission chairman Don 
Kawlins underlined a point he had made earlier this fall 
—there will probably not be a port facility at Duke Point 
for several years. 

Today’s economic situation, he said, simply does not 
make the port financially viable. 

Some hailed the haibor coihmission announcement as 
good news, interpreting the letter as satisfying coun¬ 
cil’s condition for servicing. 

Others felt discouraged by confirmation the port facili¬ 
ties at Duke Point would not go ahead immediately. 

The Duke Point saga has become increasingly more 
complicated as the months go by.

Developer of Duke Point, the B.C. Development Cor¬ 
poration, and Doman Industries, which is currently building 
a mill at Duke Point, have been pressing for city council to 
extend water and sewer servicing to the project. 

Tile council voted 5-4 this fall to go ahead with the 
Duke Point water and sewer, provided it received two 
guarantees. 

It wanted a promise from the Nanaimo Harbor Com¬ 
mission that it would not expand port facilities down¬ 
town but instead would direct expansion to the Duke 
-Point project. 

The council also asked that BCDC place a covenant on 
the land at Duke Point that is reserved for the port. 

That way, aldermen reasoned, it could not be carved 
into industrial parcels after the city put in the servicing 
to the development, 

Tbis week, the harbor commission replied to the city 
council request. 

Harbor commission chairman Don Rawline, in a letter 
to the council, said that the commission has “commit¬ 


ted itself to the Duke Point development and has adopt¬ 
ed no other expansion plan." 

The city had asked the harbor commission for an 
assurance that any future port expansion would take 
place at Duke Point rather than the inner harbor. 

However, Rawlins said, port expansion might include 
the expansion of other facilities than the forest products ter¬ 
minal. 

For instance, he said, the Commercial Inlet boat basin 
is slated for future expansion. 

In addition, he said, the commission could not legally 
commit future commission members to the restriction 
the city had requested. 

Rawlins said that with the exception of minor improve¬ 
ments to the inner harbor barge off-loading facilities 
and the program to improve the esthetics of the water¬ 
front, commission plans called for the construction of 
additional docks at Duke Point. 

Meanwhile, because of the close 5-4 vote at council at 
the time the harbor commission assurance was request¬ 
ed, it would take only one dissatisfied alderman to halt 
the servicing for Duke Point. 


Meanwhile, Aid. Nelson Allen, who has been insisting 
the city should try to negotiate a new deal on Duke Point 
servicing, said Rawlins’ remarks have confirmed his 
views that Duke Point is an industrial park, not a port 
facility. 

Allen has indicated he will try once again to get the 
council to reconsider its stand on the Duke Point ser¬ 
vicing. 

In the meantime, the developer of the project, BCDC, 
still has labor troubles on its hands at the project. 

While work goes on at the Doman’s mill with IWA 
workers. Building Trades Council workers are for the 
most part staying off work, in a inter-union Jursdictional 
dispute. 

Duke Point project director Peter Breikss said that 
he is also working on getting assurances for the city that 
the port land at Duke Point will be preserved. 

He said the covenant councii asked for may not be 
possible, but he is attempting to arrange a satisfactory 
guarantee for the city. 

From all indications from a confusing week, it looks 
like the city council stage is set for another Duke Point 
drama.

New hospital committee 


First job is tough one 


NANAIMO — The newly-appointed hospital advi¬ 
sory committee has been handed its first job—how 
to apportion some $80,000 between two hospitals, 
when one hospital is already asking for $137,000. 

The regional hospital advisory committee was set 
up by the regional hospital board, to give advice on 
just such matters as dividing up the region’s quar¬ 
ter-mill funds for hospital capital expenditures. 

The regional hospital board, which has the same 
make-up as the regional district board, handles 
capital costs of hospitals in the region. 

With the plans underway for a new facility in 
Parksvllle, the board now has two hospitals under 
its jurisdiction. 

The board last week received a request from the 
Nanaimo Regional General Hospital for some $236,- 
304 in capital equipment. 

The region would pay $137,767 of that cost, with 
the B.C. Hospital Plan paying the remainder. 

The list includes a $17,000 electrophoresis scan¬ 
ner and $10,000 hematology microscope scanner for 
the hospital laboratory, and a $10,500 respirator 
with oxygen monitor display for the medicine 
department. 


In addition, there are a number of other items of 
medical and business equipment, as well as reno¬ 
vations and special equipment requested. 

The hospital is asking the board to use its quar¬ 
ter-mill funds for some of the equipment. Special 
permission would be required for the board to fund 
the other equipment. 

No request has yet been received for equipment 
that might be needed at the new Parksville facil¬ 
ity. 

The newly-appointed hospital advisory commit¬ 
tee will study the requests and send its recommen¬ 
dations to the hospital regional board. 

The board last week appointed the advisory com¬ 
mittee members, so that the study can get under¬ 
way in time for a Jan. 31 decision.

Hidden Valley Sawmills,” 
the board received Vander 
Zalm's reply at its recent 
regular meeting. 

Vander Zalm said he was 
exercising his authority 
under Section 798A (2) of the 
Municipal Act, which states 
that “no bylaw under Sub¬ 
section (1) comes into force 
and effect until it has been 
approved by the minister.” 

“1 have taken the view that 
I will not approve any re¬ 
gional district bylaws deal¬ 
ing with unorganized terri¬ 
tory, if in my opinion such 
approval would be contrary 
to the public interest. 

"I have withheld approval 
with respect to regional dis¬ 
trict bylaws on numerous oc¬ 
casions in the past where I 
felt that approval of the 
bylaw would adversely af¬ 
fect public interest.” 

The minister sad one of the 
reasons for the delay was 
that he had not received the 
settlement plan bylaw 
amendment until Nov. 8. 

Vander Zalm said “It is 
evident that my position is 
adverse to that of the region¬ 
al board.” 

However, the minister

NANAIMO — Energy

Those diretors made up 
the majority of the board, 
which defeated a motion 
to send the obervers. 

The board unanimous¬ 
ly adopted a resolution on 
the topic of natural gas, 
however. 

The motion, proposed 
by board chairman Paul 
Smith, urges the provin¬ 
cial government to pro¬ 
ceed as quickly as pos¬ 
sible with a natural gas 
pipeline to the Island. 

The board also asked 
the province to take into 
account Vancouver Is¬ 
land natural gas needs 
when deciding on quotas 
of gas that could be ex¬ 
ported. 

A copy of the resolution 
Will also go to the nation¬ 
al energy board. 

Smith said that at a 
time when fuel oil was 
becoming more expen¬ 
sive, and is a dwindling 
resource, the'^govern- 
ment should be concen¬ 
trating on supplying the 
Island with the more 
plentiful natural gas.

“The applicant stated that 
only the southern route 
would be used, which comes 
up the Island Highway at the 
Bamberton turnoff. How¬ 
ever, the log hauling will be 
contracted out to trucking 
companies and without any 
legal restrictions on the 
route to be taken, there is 
still a possibility that the 
shorter and easier northern 
route will be used. 

“It should be noted that 
logging traffic through resi¬ 
dential areas is contrary to 
Policy 6(d) of the Mill Bay 
Settlement Plan. 

“Our planning services de- 
partment recommended 
that the rezoning be rejected

OTTAWA — The five-day Liberal soap opera 
has ended. Pierre Trudeau — the reluctant and tom 
prince — is back in the running for the throne. 
Liberal MPs — the penitent and frazzled lost 
sheep of Canadian politics — are huddled behind 
him. And Liberal executives — still shell-shocked 
from the abrupt Tory toppling — are grinding their 
creaky electoral machinery into motion. 

It’s been a bizarre party spasm. Last Thursday. 
Liberal MPs were high on Christmas spirits and 
buoyed by Gallup tidings and they brought the 
government down. Last Friday, their cockiness 
evaporated as they wrestled with their leadership 
dilemma and then emerged to call again on their 
retiring sovereign. 


THE AGONIZING PROBLEMS faced by that 
I2-hnur caucus were central to Trudeau’s decision 
Tuesday to lead his troops and the key to the 
Liberal’s five-day drift. 

It is clear now that Trudeau hoped his flock 
would turn to former finance minister Donald 
Macdonald in its trauma. It is also clear that shaken 
Liberal MPs belatedly realized that they could not 
risk the rifts of a leadership change and that they 
could only agree to agree on Trudeau. 


THROUGH EXTENSIVE interviews, FP News 
.Service has pieced together an account of that 
pivotal caucus that did so much to change Trudeau’s 
and perhaps, the nation’s future.

The latest developments were related to the Involve¬ 
ment of the city of Nanaimo in the project. 

Developer of Duke Point, the B.C. Development Cor¬ 
poration, and Doman Industries, which is currently building 
a mill at Duke Point, have been pressing for city council to 
extend water and sewer servicing to the project. 

The council voted M this fall to go ahead with the 
Duke Point water and sewer, provide it received two 
guarantees. 

It wanted a promise from the Nanaimo Harbor Com¬ 
mission that it would not expand port facilities down¬ 
town but instead would direct expansion to the Duke 
Point project. 

The council also asked that BCDC place a covenant on 
the land at Duke Point that is reserved for the port. 

That way, aldermen reasoned, it could not be carved 
into industrial parcels after the city put in the servicing 
to the development. 

This week, the harbor commission replied to the city 
council request. 

Harbor commission chairman Don Rawline, in a letter 
to the council, said that the commission has “commit¬ 


ted itself to the Duke Point development and has adopt¬ 
ed no other expansion plan.” 

The city had asked the harbor commission for an 
assurance that any future port expansion would take 
place at Duke Point rather than the inner harbor. 

However, Rawlins said, port expansion might include 
the expansion of other facilities than the forest products ter¬ 
minal. 

For instance, he said, the Commercial Inlet boat basin 
is slated for future expansion. 

In addition, be said, the commission could not legally 
commit future commission members to the restriction* 
the city had requested. 

Rawlins said that with the exception of minor improve¬ 
ments to the inner harbor barge off-loading facilities 
and the program to improve the esthetics of the water¬ 
front, commission plans called for the construction of 
additional docks at Duke Point. 

Meanwhile, because of the close 5-4 vote at council at 
^e time the harbor commission assurance was request¬ 
ed, it would take only one dissatisfied alderman to halt 
the servicing for Duke Point. 


Meanwhile, Aid. Nelson Allen, who has been insisting 
the city should try to negotiate a new deal on Duke Point 
servicing, said Rawlins' remarks have confirmed his 
views that Duke Point is an industrial park, not a port 
facility. 

Allen has indicated he will try once again to get the 
council to reconsider its stand on the Duke Point ser¬ 
vicing. 

In the meantime, the developer of the project, BCDC, 
still has labor troubles on its hands at the project. 

While work goes on at the Doman's mill with IWA 
workers. Building Trades Council workers are for the 
most part staying off work, in k inter-union jursdictional 
dispute. 

Duke Point project director Peter Breikss said that 
he is also working on getting assurances for the city that 
the port land at Duke Point will be preserved. 

He said the covenant council asked for may not ix- 
possible, but he is attempting to arrange a satisfactory 
guarantee for the city. 

From all indications from a confusing week, it look.s 
like the city council stage is set for another Duke Point 
drama.

COURTENAY — Former 
Comox Valley Sports Centre 
arena supervisor Peter 
Ashby has won his case for 
wrongful dismissal by his 
employer, the Comox- 
Slrathcona Regional Dis¬ 
trict. 

Ashby's immediate supe¬ 
rior was arena manager 
Mike Creedon. 

County Court Judge Les 
Cashman ruled in favor of 
Ashby, who was fired in Sep¬ 
tember of 1977. 

Ashby was awarded $10,- 
088 in lost wages, $500 in 
special damages to cover the 
cost of finding another job, 
court costs and pre-judg¬ 
ment interest from Septem¬ 
ber, 1977. 

The judge noted that most 
of Creedon't complaints 
about the work habits of 
Ashby were without founda¬ 
tion. 

He also criticized the de¬ 
scription of Ashby's job, not¬ 
ing that the requirements 
were contained only in the 
original advertisement and 
nowhere else. 

The judge said this was 
important since Creedon al¬ 
leged Ashby had not fulfilled 
his duties. 

Ashby is an ice-maker and 
had worked in Campbell 
River for three years before 
taking up similar duties in 
Courtenay.

New hospital committee 


First job is tough one 


NANAIMO — The newly-appointed hospital advi¬ 
sory committee has been handed its first job—how 
to apportion some $80,000 between two hospitals, 
when one hospital is already asking for $137,000. 

The regional hospital advisory committee was set 
up by the regional hospital board, to give advice on 
just such matters as dividing up the region's quar¬ 
ter-mill funds for hospital capital expenditures. 

The regional hospital board, which has the same 
make-up as the regional district board, handles 
capital costs of hospitals in the region. 

With the plans underway for a new facility In 
Parksville, the board now has two hospitals under 
its jurisdiction. 

Tile board last week received a request from the 
Nanaimo Regional General Hospital for some $236,- 
304 in capital equipment. 

The region would pay $137,767 of that cost, with 
the B.C. Hospital Plan paying the remainder. 

The list includes a $17,000 electrophoresis scan¬ 
ner and $10,000 hematology microscope scanner for 
the hospital laboratory, and a $10,500 respirator 
with oxygen monitor display for the medicine 
department. 


In addition, there are a number of other items of 
medical and business equipment, as well as reno¬ 
vations and special equipment requested. 

The hospital is asking the board to use its quar¬ 
ter-mill funds for some of the equipment. Special 
permission would be required for the board to fund 
the other equipment. 

No request has yet been received for equipment 
that might be needed at the new Parksville facil¬ 
ity. 

The newly-appointed hospital advisory commit¬ 
tee will study the requests and send its recommen¬ 
dations to the hospital regional board. 

The board last week appointed the advisory com¬ 
mittee members, so that the study can get under¬ 
way in time for a Jan. 31 decision. 

. Appointed to the committee from the Nanaimo 
Regional General Hospital were Mrs. Muriel Wool- 
lard and Gordon Frith. 

Trillium society representatives arc Clare Gil¬ 
lingham and Phil Sloane. Regional board repre¬ 
sentatives arc Ed Irving and Stuart Wright, The 
regional district administrator, W. D. liott, also sits 
on the committee. 


^Narrow point of view’ flayed 


NANAIMO — The provincial 
government will study thejnuni- 
cipal status of Parksville-French 
Creek-Qualicum Beach, but the 
Qualicum mayor has criticized the 
narrow point of view the study will 
consider. 

The Nanaimo Region Board last 
week received a letter from Muni¬ 


cipal Affairs Minister William 
Vander Zalm, announcing the 
study. 

The minister said the study 
would consider two options: The 
idea of a district municipality for 
Parksville-French Creek, and a 
second scheme of including Quali¬ 
cum in that district municipality. 


Qualicum Mayo* Art Skipsey 
said that as far as Qualicum is 
concerned that means there is only 
one option, because the idea of in¬ 
cluding Qualicum in the district 
municipality “is really no op¬ 
tion.” 

He said that the province had 
promised to consider four or five 
options in the study. 


Skipsey added that if the idea of 
a district municipality was the 
only option, Qualicum Beach was 
not interested. 

Vander Zalm said that the study 
will be complete early in 1980. 

The government will be contact¬ 
ing the various groups involved 
during the course of the study.

Mill Bay bylaw 
for log facility 
may be doomed

DUNCAN — All attempts 
by Cowichan Valley Region¬ 
al District to amend its Mill 
Bay Settlement Plan bylaw 
to allow Hidden Valley Saw¬ 
mills to operate a log haul- 
out facility, in the centre of a 
water recreational area on 
Mill Bay Road, have been 
stymied by Municipal Af¬ 
fairs Minister William 
Vander Zalm. 

^’IhSal^^^ndment to the ^ 
bylaw was the latest move of' 
several made by the CVRD, 

In its attempt to grant ap¬ 
proval to the facility, the 
subject of considerable con¬ 
troversy and opposition 
from an overwhelming ma¬ 
jority of local residents at¬ 
tending public hearings and 
board meetings. 

Charles Boas, the former 
director for the area, and 
Doug Burke, the current Mill 
Bay regional director, are 
also opposed to the log haul- 
out facility’s approval. 

The main objections to the 
proposal from the 100 or so 
residents attending a publip „ 
hearing held at Mill Bay laM 
June, were danger and noise 
created by logging trucks 
passing along the narrow, 
winding Mill Bay Road 
through the village, possible 
pollution to the water re¬ 
creational area and the 
creating of an industrial 
zone in the centre of the 
water recreational area. 

Following a query from 
the CVRD on Nov. 14, to 
Vander Zalm, questioning 
the delay by his ministry in 
granting approval to the 
CVRD’s “Settlement Plan 
Amendment Bylaw No. 480, 
Hidden Valley Sawmills,” 
the board received Vander 
Zalm’s reply at its recent 
regular meeting. 

Vander Zalm said he was 
exercising his authority 
under Section 798A (2) of the 
Municipal Act, which states 
that “no bylaw under Sub¬ 
section (1) comes into force 
and effect until it has been 
approved by the minister.” 

“I have taken the view that 
I will not approve any re¬ 
gional district bylaws deal¬ 
ing with unorganized terri¬ 
tory, if in my opinion such 
approval would be contrary 
to the public Interest. 

“I have withheld approval 
with respect to regional dis¬ 
trict bylaws on numerous oc¬ 
casions in the past where I 
felt that approval of the 
bylaw would adversely af¬ 
fect public interest.” 

The minister sad one of the 
reasons for the delay was 
that he had not received the 
settlement plan bylaw 
amendment until Nov. 8. 

Vander Zalm said “it is 
evident that my position is 
adverse to that of the region¬ 
al board.” 

However, the minister 
said, “I would be pleased to 
approve the bylaw if the 
CRVD will prepare to under¬ 
take to ensure that the log 
' haulout use would subsist 
; 


with the concurrent lease 
agreement but would lapse if 
the lease were alienated, as¬ 
signed, or otherwise dis¬ 
posed of by the current 
holders. This could be ac¬ 
complished by way of site 
specific spot zoning" 

He said in reply to a ques¬ 
tion posed by the board 
whether his decision was 
based upon the 161 letters of 
opposition he had received:

NANAIMO - Energy 
issues occupied the 
minds of Nanaimo Re¬ 
gion Board directors here 
last week as they took a 
look at Vancouver Is¬ 
land's electricity and nat¬ 
ural gas needs. 

The regional board de¬ 
cided not to become in¬ 
volved in a public inquiry 
being held by the Sun¬ 
shine Coast Regional 
District on the proposed 
Cbeekye-Dunsmuir 
power transmission line. 

Several directors 
wanted the Nanaimo 
board to at least send 
observers to the inquiry 
on the controversial 
line. 

Other directors, how¬ 
ever, argued that the 
Vancouver Island section 
of the transmission line is 
already decided and that 
the Sunshine Coast issue 
is a local one. 

Those diretors made up 
the majority of the board, 
which defeated a motion 
to send the obervers. 

The board unanimous¬ 
ly adopted a resolution on 
the topic of natural gas, 
however. 

The motion, proposed 
by board chairman Paul 
Smith, urges the provin¬ 
cial government to pro¬ 
ceed as quickly as pos¬ 
sible with a natural gas 
pipeline to the Island. 

The board also asked 
the province to take into 
account Vancouver Is¬ 
land natural gas needs 
when deciding on quotas 
of gas that could be ex¬ 
ported. 

A copy of the resolution 
will also go to the nation¬ 
al energy board. 

Smith said that at a 
time when fuel oil was 
becoming more expen¬ 
sive, and is a dwintfling 
resource, the govern¬ 
ment should be concen¬ 
trating on supplying the 
Island with the more 
plentiful natural gas. 


the region, my staff. Hidden 
Valley Sawmills, Economic 
Development Officer Austin 
Fraser, a meeting with resi¬ 
dents, a visit to the site, the 
I6I letters in question and 
the advice of senior ministry 
officials. 

“There are a number of 
reasons for my concerns 
with respect to the bylaw. 
First, the bylaw contradicts 
the provisions of the settle¬ 
ment plan for the area. 

“In my opinion, to pe¬ 
remptorily. expedite • a con- 
tradicton of the official set- 
tiehient plan would be to 
defeat the purpose of having 
settlement plans in the first 
place, particularly in the 
context of the significant op¬ 
position to the amendment. 

“Second, in my meetings 
with the residents, I learned 
that most of them were not 
concerned about the proposi 
tion of a log haulout facility 
per se. The major concern 
was that the redesignation of 
the parcel from a waterfront 
zone to an industrial zone 
would open the door to other 
industrial uses in the fu¬ 
ture. 

“The third concern was 
the route to be taken by the 
logging trucks on their way 
to the sawmill. The most 
natural route is through Mill 
Bay on a narrow, winding 
road through the residential 
area that is definitely not 
suited for heavy logging 
trucks. 

“The applicant stated that 
only the southern route 
would be used, which comes 
up the Island Highway at the 
Bamberton turnoff. How¬ 
ever, the log hauling will be 
contracted out to trucking 
companies and without any 
legal restrictions on the 
route to be taken, there is 
still a possibility that the 
shorter and easier northern 
route will be used. 

“It should be noted that 
logging traffic through resi¬ 
dential areas is contrary to 
Policy 6(d) of the Mill Bay 
Settlement Plan. 

“Our planning services de¬ 
partment recommended 
that the rezoning be rejected 
as the logging truck traffic 
cannot be prohibited from 
using the Mill Bay Road 
North of the proposal, and as 
such, would be contrary to 
the Official Settlement 
Plan. 

“In conclusion,” the min¬ 
ister said, “given that I am 
currently taking up the mat¬ 
ter of logging truck traffic 
with the highways minister, 
my concerns focus upon the 
problems of contradicton of 
the settlement plan and in¬ 
stitution of industrial zoning 
in perpetuity.” 

Mill Bay regional director 
Doug Burke said: “There is 
no question the bylaw was 
out of order. We should not 
proceed with it.” 

However, in deference to 
the new directors that were 
unfamiliar with the amend¬ 
ment to the bylaw, and the 
concerns of local residents, 
the matter was referred to 
CVRD's planning committee 
for clarification and report 
back to the board. 
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
